WITH GOURAUD'’S ARMY, Oct. 
12.—The triumphant advance ~ con- 
tinues along General Gouraud’s whole 
front. After steadily overcoming the 
resistance of enemy machine-gun 
posts during the’ night, French ad- 
vance guards early this morning oc- 
cupied Vouziers, which is one black- 
ened, smoldering ruin from the de- 
stroyed gas works with burst gaso- 
meters on its southern edge to 
the crumbling barracks, where ‘the 
enemy burned a great quantity™ of 
stores and munitions on the hill above 

the town to the north. 

The highroad running due west from 
Vouziers to Pauvres is entirely in 
French hands, and the weakening: of 
German resistance as compared -with 


the last few days augurs ill for the. 


fate of Rethel, one of the few towns 


in invaded France which the Germans 
cannot: burn because their iIncen- 
diaries made such a job of it in 1914. 

“ ‘$0 far no village and hardly a single 
farm that the French have reoccu- 
pied has escaped destruction, and it 
is impossible to exaggerate the fury 
that such wanton destruction rouses 
in the hearts of the poilus. 

West of Pauvres the French ‘hold 
the. southern 8 above the marshy, 
wooded valley of the Retourne from 
Ville-sur-Retourne to Sault-8t. Remy, 
where a crossing has been effected 
and a strong bridgehead eatqueened 
en the northern bank. - 

On their left General Berthelot’s 
army has captured the dominating 
height of Caesar's Camp, east of 
Condé-sur-Suippe and. made progress 
beyond Mauchanip Farm to the north. 

Still more daring progress has been 
made in the loop of the Aisne, where 
cavalry and automitrailleuse units 
took Asfeld La Ville, thus designing 
a new local salient, according to 
Foch’s method, between them and the 
advance to the westward, which now 
occupies nearly all of the Chemin-des- 
Dames.

FRANCE, Oct. 11.—The enemy is at- 
tempting to delay-the allied pursuit 
by rearguard screens. in order, I be- 
lieve, to gain time for an orderly and 
wide retreat, and his resistance is 
stiffening northeast of Cambrai. 

At some points his retreat has been 
disorderly. eastward from Cambrai 
when he was hustled out of that city 
two mornings ago and when the Brit- 
ish cavalry patrols came astride the 
Le Cateau-Cambrai road with the 6th 
Division pressing close to Le Cateau 
itself. ; 

The German plan of retirement, 
which became inevitable as soon as 
the British troops stormed their way 
across the Scheldt Canal and left the 
Hindenburg line far behind them as 
an ironical comment on invincible de- 
fenses, was violently disturbed. 

The German high command had, 
in my opinion, drawn up a secret 
scheme of retreat which’ included ruth- 
less destruction. in. their wake. All 
churches, like that at Selvigny where 
yesterday I saw bombs and explosive 
charges which were made useless by 
the courage of an old priest who cut 
the wires, were to be blown up, all 
bridges were to be mined and craters 
were to be made in the roads. — 

At Selvigny four Germans, left to do 
this work, were blown to bits in an 
explosion in order to stop the tanks 
and armored cars. Everything that 
was of use to Germany in her last 
ditches. of defense was to be packed 

p.and taken away. 

At Caudry, which fell into the Brit- 
ish hands yesterday with 2,500 eivil- 
jans,. there’ was a German detraining 
point, and British prisoners of war 
are said to have been employed in 
transferring large stores of food, am- 
munition, hospital tents, and other 
material, including French pumps and 
pump handles, and any metal work 
left among the villages. 


Wild Stampedes on Roads.

Tumulty Looked Surprised. 

The occasion of the President's pres- 
ence at the Metropolitan last night was 
a benefit for the Queen Margarita Fund 
for the.

* withdraw their forces everywhere "’ 
as an evidence of good faith and that 
evacuation must be complete before 
he would’even think of proposing an 
armistice. Theré is no specific state- 
ment by: the German Government that 
it will withdraw its forces from in- 


vaded territories everywhere, which 
would mean withdrawal from not only 
Belgium, France, Italy, Serbia, and 
Montefiegro, but also Rumania and 
Russia. There is a very strong sus- 
picion ‘here that the German Govern- 
ment is not prepared to withdraw its 
forces from Russia and Rumania. 

As a matter of fact, before the Ger- 
man note was received tonight there 
was received in a diplomatic quarter 
in Washington a communication from 
abroad, indicating that it was not the 
purpose of. the German Government 
to withdraw from Russia. and Ru- 
mania,.and that if the President 
should assent to the suggestion for 
the meeting of a mixed commission 
“for making the necessary arrange- 
ments concerning the evacuation” it 
would so00n develop that Germany did 
not contemplate the immediate with- 
drawal-of its forces from Russia and 
Rumania. 

From the German point of view, 
Russia and, Rumania are not enemy 
governments, and from the German 
Government’s 
tary forces of the Central Powers in 
Russia and Rumania are not stationed 
in those countries as “ invaders.”

‘fn recent.months has been that Rus- 


sia and Rumania are at peace with

The Nauen wireless text of the Ger- 
man: Government's note indicates that 
it is-signed by Dr. Solf, State Secre- 
tary-of the Foreign Office.

5 was addressed direct to President 
Wilson. It was not even delivered to 
Secretary Lansing at the State De- 
partment, but direct to the White 
House. President Wilson’s reply was 
delivered to the Swiss Legation here 
with a request from President Wilson 
that ‘‘ it be communicated to the Im- 
perial German Chancellor.’’ It was 
addressed to Prince Maximilian and 
not to Dr. Solf. It is,. of course, pos- 
sible ‘that the official text of the note 
will bear the signature of the Chan- 
cellor, instead of Dr. Solf. 


Message Warned About Reply. 


Before the text of the German reply 
Was received through news channels 
official and diplomatic’” Washington 
hac received unoficial intimations that 
the reply would be phrased so as to 
indicate an “apparent” compliance 
with the President’s demands. One of 
the diplomatic dispatches received 
from abroad this afternoon stated that 
the German Government's attitude 
would be as follows:

German Government is to 
make its evacuation of invaded ter- 
ritory dependent ‘upon the granting of 
an armistice: 
acceptance: by ree Allies of plans for 
an armistice, {made in Germany,” 
rather than an ‘armistice granted after 
the unconditional withdrawal of Ger- 
man forces. ; 

While it is admitted that on its face 
the note as sent from Nauen appears 
to mark an advance in the direction 
of making it possible for President 
Wilson to consider seriously whether 
the situation has changed sufficiently 
to permit the taking of steps toward 
peace, it was very apparent tonight 
that official Washington was frankly 
skeptical and refused to draw favor- 
able conclusions from this communi- 
cation until the official text had been 
received and the acid test applied. 
The moment the note was read by of- 
ficials they. realized that there would 
be a disposition to draw too many con- 
clusions from it, and there were plain 
warnings that it would be thoroughly 
unwise to do so on the basis of the 
Nauen dispatch. : 

It was pointed. out in a well-informea 
quarter that the greatest military ad- 
vantage for the Allies lay in hot pur- 
suit of the enemy in the present favor- 
able military situation on the western 
front, and that it would not prove ad- 
vantageous frdm the allied military 
point of view if the German forces, 
now. facing defeat, were permitted to 
withdraw behind the German frontier 
for a breathing spell and reorganiza- 
tion. Before any such thing was per- 
mitted it is. represented to be certain 
that President Wilson -would insist 
that there should be absolute guar- 
antees that the military situation was 
not going to be jeopardized for the 
allied forces. 


Does Not Insure Quick End of War. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12, (Associated 
Press.)—Although on its face the text 
of the-Geriman note seems to be a 
complete acceptance of President Wil- 
son's terms, the people of the: United 
States and the Allies ‘countiies should 
be cautioned against accepting it as 
such a compliance of the President's 
demands as will mean immediate ces- 
sation of hostilities. 
As President Wilson was in New 
York tonight and reserved comment 
on the note, his views cannot be 
stated now, and none of his official 
family who was in Washington cared 
to speak for him, 
Without any attempt to discount 
what appeared to bd, at a casual read- 
ing, an acceptance of the terms that 
the President had laid down, officials 
here were very positive as not accept- 
ing the German note as a document 
which meant the end of the war.- It 
needs to be examined and fully con- 
sidered before the views of the Amer- 
ican Government can be stated. 
Should President. Wilson finally de- 
cide that there is enough sincerity in 
Germany's proposition to transmit to 
the Allies, as the German Chancellor 
requested, it should be borne in mind 
that Great Britain, France, and the 
other Entente nations must be taken 
into consideration for decision then as 
to whether-an armistice should be 
granted or whether discussions should 
be undertaken to carry out the details 
of the application of President Wil- 
son’s peace terms, 


The greatest danger facing the peo- 
ple of the United States, officials said 
here tonight, was that they might 
hastily regard Germany's proposition 
as the unconditional surrender which 
the cobelligereénts demanded and relax 
their. efforts to continue the. victories 
at arms and carry over the Fourth 
Liberty Loan. On every side in offi- 

al quarters it was stated that this 
view of the situation could not be 
placed before the public too strongly. 

Conceding that possibly the proposal 
for an armistice might be accepted, 
and that the German acceptance of 
President Wilson’s peace terms might 
be satisfactory, the question, in the 
opinion of officials and diplomats here 
would centre on “ Who Is the present 
German Government?” If the pres- 
ent German Government is the Gov- 
ernment of Hohenzollern, there seems 
no doubt here that the German reply 
will be unacceptable. 

All official V/ashington was at first 
at a loss to understand the text of the 
note becoming public in the way it 
did. Neither the State Department 
nor the Swiss Legation, which looks 
after German interests, had received 
the reply.

ITALIANS HONOR COLUMBUS. 


Allies Animated by One Falth, Jus- 
‘ tiee. for All, Orlando’s Message. 


Thousands 'of Italians and Americans 
paid honor to Columbus yesterday. At 
the Liberty Altar in Madison Square the 
Italian "flag was-raised and saluted by 
the veterans of many fields. The cere- 
monies there were impressive. Count 
Macchi di:Cellere, the Italian Ambassa- 
dor, - who. was accompanied by a 
retinue of Italian Army and Navy offi- 
cers, together with diplomatic and con- 
sular ‘officials, read a message from 
Premier Orlando and a telegram from 
General Diaz, Commander of Italy’s 
fighting force. These exercises were 
preceded by a reception at the Waldorf, 
where the distinguished Italians were 
greeted by Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States Martin Vogel, George T. 
Wilson -of. the Equitable Life, and a 
member of the Liberty Loan Committee, 

.A great throng was massed in front 
‘of the altar when, shortly after 10 
o'clock, twenty young girls, marshaled 
by Mrs. Waiter Littlefield, and dressed 
in bright peasant costumes, were ad- 
mitted to the plaza in front of the sitar. 
Immediately behind the young women 
came the’ escorting party, six grena- 
diers and*six~Alpini, under/command of 
Captain Romolt. They had hardly taker 
positions when the Ambassador and the 
Italian Mission swung into the plaza un- 
der an escort of: United States troops 
under Colonel Howard T. Borden. To 
either side details of the famed Bersagli- 
eri, Alpini, and grenadiers marched.

TEST CURE IN PITTSBURGH. 


Dr. Baer of Homeopathic Hospital 
Gives Out His Formula. 


“PITTSBURGH, Oct. -12.—In response 
to telegrams from medical men through- 
out the country, Dr. George F. Baer of

ONE UNIT NOW OVERSEAS 


Firat Ald, Sanitary, and Litter 
Grill Among Tasks for Pres- 
ent Applicants. 


In order to meet a call for women to 
serve in Europe with the American Red 
Cross Transportation Department, an} 
_ Overseas Training Unit has been formed |. 
in= the Atlantic Division of the Red 
Crpss, it wes announced yesterday. In 

few weeks ,since its establishment, 
re) unit has already sailed. Thirty 
students are at present enrolled in the 
course and .others have already com- 
pléted it. 

In whatever city or town a Red Cross 
Motor Corps is established, the. stand- 
ard training may be obtained, and it 
is. advised that wherever possible the, 
preliminary work be accomplished in. 
these cities, the applicants taking mere- 
ly a ‘‘ post graduate course”’ of tw 
wéeks with the Division Unit. In other 
places where the Red Cross Motor Corps 
“hag no branch, it is often possible to 

e at least the first afd course. 
a in motor mechanics, first aid, 

tary and litter drill are included in 
the work of the Overseas Training Unit. 
- The first aid course is jheld at the Red 
Cross Central Training School on Madi- 
goh ‘Avenue, and motor mechanics at 
Stewart’s and Atkinson’s Automobile 
Training Schools in New York, while 
cld4sses for the sanitary troop and 
litter drill are held twice a’ week 
at* the 69th Regiment Armory. ~ The 
complete training requires from six 
to eight weeks, and it is vusual- 
ly; six weeks after her graduation be- 
fofe a member of the Motor Corps can 
expect to°sail for France. A unit will 
probably be sent over once every month. 

During the period of their training, the 
students give-their services to meet any 
neéd of the Red Cross. In the last week 
_they have given active aid in cases of 
“Spanish influenza, and have been doing 
excellent service, as well as getting 
first-hand experience of some of the 
difficulties that may arise continually 
during their work with the Motor Corps 
abroad. 

In Europe the work will be varied, and 
Motor Corps members must be prepared 
to fill any post to which they may be 
assigned.

The Free Milk for France Committee 
of New York has received the ‘following 
letter from the French committee, of 
which Mme. Foch; wife of the allied 
Commander in Chief,.is the head: 


Paris, Sept. 12, 1918. 
Mme. la Generale Foch and the Princess 
de Poix, President and Vice President of 
the French Committee-of Free Milk for 
France, express deep gratitude for the milk 
already received, and despair that it ar- 
rives so slowly when the need is so great. 
Only yesterday the director of a chil- 
dren’s home ‘and hospital attache for 600 
Belgian babies came to state he had one 
cows for the 600 children, and could find 
neither fresh nor concentrated milk—and 
this is one instance. The home fs in the 
Calvados, in one of the best regions of 
Normandy, the site being chosen because 
it was in a dairy country. 
The Queen of the Belgians has again 
sent. an officer to ask for more milk for 
her hospitals and children's homes. Per- 
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haps.you would be kind enough to state 


officially per letter what we are to give 
her, as we are so short of milk over here. 

I have been unable ‘to refuse a ton to 
our ‘* Hcole de Reeducation des Mutiles.’’ . 
These men, all amputated or unable to 
move, are learning new sedentary: work, 
and though, of course, they can do without 
milk, they have seen no milk for .months, 
and a little milk in their coffee on Sundays 
‘would be a very great pleasure. There 
are 7(0. 

80, pray, send as much as you can, and 
tell the American public they are saving 
hundreds of thousands of sick and babies 
by their fine gift of milk. Tell them also 
to think of the wounded, and let them feel 
the deep, deep gratitude and affection of 
all France.

Women’s Hospitals Work. 
The American Women’s Hospital have 


of recently given to the American Red 


Cross the sum of. $55,000 for the pur- 
pose of.forwarding the work of the 
American Women’s Hospitals of the Red 
Cross at Vodena and the American 
Women's Hospitals and Dispensary of 
the Red Cross at Blois, $25,000 for the 
former, $30,000 for the latter. 

The hospital at Vodena is directed by 
Dr. Regina Flood Keyes, who has been 
in Macedonia for nearly a year. Dur- 
ing this time, owing to lack of trans- 
portation facilities, Dr.. Keyes has re- 
ceived no supplies and has been com- 

elled to depend upon what she: could 

& or borrow from her British, French 
and Serbian co-workers. She'is the only 
surgeon in Vodena doing major surgery, 
yet no woman in the war zone has 
worked under more serious’ handicap 
than Dr. Keyes. ‘Her operating table 
was built by a local carpenter from her 
own plans, her sterilization was done 
in a boiler in the kitchen, and the 
gauze, cotton, and. other supplies were 
left behind as unfit by a medical group 
on its way to Syria, and these supplies 


q are about used up: To,furnish her more‘ 


supplies and for the adequate equipment 
she so vitally needs, the American 
Women’s Foes oon have appropriated 
the sum of $25,000, which will be: dis- 
bursed by the Red Cross for the benefit 
of the Vodena Hospital. 

For many months Dr: Bertha Stuart 
has had charge of the children’s depart+ 
ment in the ch&teau country, She, too, 
has been handicapped in her work, lack- 
ing many things that were needed. For 
a while she had no motor to carry her 
about and was forced to walk over an 
area, of ten miles on her errands of 
mercy. The $30,000 the American ‘Wom- 
en’s Hospitals have donated to her work 
will be used for As a a hospital 
and dispensary at Blois, which she 
will be the director.

pretty’ good, facilities for shipping 
have not been adequate. More dispo- 
sition has. recently been shown by 
holders to séll cotton rather than to 
keep on retaining it.. This may pos- 
sibly be due to a Sibleobamee on the 
part of bankers to add to their bur- 
dens. The goods market remains in 
general rather quiescent, with spurts 
of activity for immeédiate delivery.

The situation with 
regard to wool shows 
no ‘marked change be- 
yond the fact that the 
mills now manifest a 
little more’ uneasiness as to what 
they. are to do when war orders -fail 
them. Unofficially it is stated that 
preparations are afoot for procuring 
about 200,000,000 pounds of wool from 
Australia and New Zéaland, which 
have plenty to spare and are urgent 
to get rid, of it. Some fabrics are 
being delivered by mills to the trade 
on old orders, ‘but there seems to be 
quite a quantity of left-over goods 
which pop up in unexpected quarters. 
‘There will be an ample supply of 
them for Spring, and there is plenty 
of time yet to arrange for the next 
heavyweight season. . No enthusiasm 
is shown for the cotton warp fabrics 
which certain interests are trying to 
push, and this applies as well to dress 
goods as it does to cloths for men’s 
wear. There is the same disinclina- 
tion. by buyers of ready-to-wear to 
take the part of cotton. goods. “So far 
as manufacturers and dealers are con- 
cerned, they are watching the signs 
which may indicate ‘an early termina- 
tion of the war., They are unwilling 
to be caught, when peace comes, with 
a lot of fabrics or clothing composed 
partly of ‘cotton, as such stuff if not 
unsalablé could be disposed of only at 
a great sacrifice. This is particularly 
true because of the high prices cur- 
rent for the fabrics... So the tendency 
is to take no more than can be quickly” 
disposed of. In men’s clothing the 
season promises to make a good show-

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SHIFTING OF HELP 
I RETAIL STORES 


Diff culties. Sivployer excoun| 
= ter Due to Inexperiente _ 
of Their aati ‘ 


though. the retail dry goods trade of. 
the country has agreed with the Council 
of National Defense not to employ more 
help during ‘the Christmas season than 
they ‘have in their establishments on an 
average throughout the year, many of 
the local department stores are finding 
it difficult even to maintain their forces 
up to that aVerage. At the same time 
the standard of efficiency of the help 
néw available is said not to be as high 
as it might be. This is true not neces- 
sarily hécause of any lack of inherent 
‘ability on the part of these girls ‘and 
Women, but rather ‘becatise of their 
inexperience, . 

‘*I do not believe,” said the ‘head of 
a representative New-York department 
store yesterday, ‘‘ that we have ever in 
all_qur history had such a high per- 
centage of inexperienced girls.and wo- 
men behind our cotnters. Though it is 
perhaps true that many of these sales- 
people are of a Keener intelligence, are 
more educated, and perhaps have a 
higher degree of refinement than had 
the average run of our help before -the 
war, until’ they have become more 
versed in thé ways of sdlésmadnghip; not 
from talks ard books and the many 
meetings we hold for. their benefit, but 
frém actual périente, and until they 
afé more familiar. with such minor and 
purely mechanical details as aré in- 
volved in thé mere ¢letical wotk behind 
all sales, they cannot render as efficiént 
service to the public and té us. as we 
would like. Theéréfore we hopé that the 
public this year, more than at any other 
Christmas seasof in the past, will beat 
with us. In this connection I mifght ada 
that the public will be doing themselves 
no less than us &.great service by heed- 
ing the many appeals for eatly Christ- 
mas shopping. . 

“3 know of one store in town. which 
not long ago lost abéut 500 of its sales- 
girls over night. Such a thing would 
bé a serious mattér- at any timié and 
under any conditions, but just at thé 
approach of the Fall season’ and the 
holiday trade, with the scarcity of hélp 
as acute as it is now, it amounts almost 
to @ calamity. So large a number. of 
employes canfiét. bé réplaced in a day, 
or for that matter in a week, and cer- 
tainly they: cannot: be replaced under 
present’ -conditions with ‘experienced 
workers. In such cases as this girls 14 
and 15 years old who nevér worked before 
are taken-on, though those who left and 
whose places must be. filled were prob- 
ably most of them full-grown women 
with at least some experience to back 
them up. Wé have, right in détir own 
stofé, Many. such girls: Béforé the war; 
girls of this age and even older were 


glad to start in as cash gifls at $3.50 a. 


week and work tip gradually. Today 
they turn up their noses at being called 

‘cash girls,| dnd event the $7 arid §8 a 
week’ we now. .pay these girls for this 
work does. not overwhelm them any, We 
must ‘advance. them rapidly to atill 
higher wages or lose them almost. béfore 
they are thoroughly. familiar with our 
ways of doing things. 

Though the popular belief is that the 
Government is drawing retail hélp away 
from the’ storés, this i# not altogether 
true. It works indirectly. Retailers lose 
most of their help to offices fromi which 
girls havé goné to take up Government 
work. For instance, posters were. dis- 
‘played recently all over the city pro- 
Claiming -that thé Government wanted 
thousands’ of girl typists. A salary of 
$1,100 yearly was to be paid, ahd it was 
said that this would be increased in a 
very short time to $1,200. _A knowledge 
of stenography was not required. As 
a tule, however, girls in department 
stores would not be able to pass the re- 
quirements for filling these positions 
with the Government until they had had 
some. greater experience with typewrit- 
ers. But office girls throughotit the city 


‘responded to the posters, leaving $14, 


$16, and: $18 a week jobs for the better- 
paying. Washington work. With the en- 
suing crying need for office girls, it was 
riot difficult for sales girls and even 
cash girls with almost no. typewriting 
experience to get these bettér-paying of- 
fice jobs: In this way the retailers of 
the city lost a good many of their young 
sales girls, cash girls, and quite a few 
who had been-in the business for several 
years. 'The larger salary.and the gréat- 
et dignity of being an office girl, and 
therefore a ‘ business woman,’ are too 
great temptations to be put aside. Is 
it any wonder that, under these circunt- 
stances, we are finding it difficult sim- 
ply to ‘maintain our force up to the av- 
erage number of employes working 
throughout the year? — 

‘‘As for errand: boys, they are en- 
tirely of the past. They are simply 
not obtainable, that is all. One might 
just as well stop trying to get boys. We 
are taking on for much of this work 
old men, who, perhaps, are not able to 
do very much and who would be glad 
of an opportunity to earn a little some- 
thing. They are paid about $14 a week, 
the work is light and easy, and it is 
.something for them to do.and ‘to earn. 
This is several times as much as we 
used to pay boys in normal times who 
did considerably more work and did it 
faster. Still this salary is not enough 
to attract and hold. boys today. 

“It is in times like these that the 
stores which have been able to get the 
good will of their employes will reap 
their harvests. The employer who keeps 
in close personal touch with his help, 
who takes an interest in their affairs 
and, if occasion arises, gives them a 
little help, is the one who is going to 
be the least. disturbed of: any with the 
help question during these times of 
= workers.”

Gasoline stoves, except thé very cheap- 
est, have declined in salés Sifice the 
great. perfection in the making of oil 
stoves makés them one of the iiost con- 
vénient. and ‘econotnical ‘of all ¢ook 
stoves. The abundance of oi! as a-fuel 
makes oil stoves great, favorites even 
where coal is plentiful.. 

-Gas stoves are in general use in those 
sections where natural gas can be had in 
sufficient quantity and at reasonable 
prices. In some cases it serves as fuel 
in docalities from 250 to 300 miles from 
the gas fields because of the ease with 
which it is carried ‘by pipe lines. 

Electric stoves grow slowly in general 
use, partly because of their expénse and 
partly because it needs much intélligence 
to use them 46 aé to get thé best results 
in cooking. Their advantages in cleanli- 
ness are manifest, and their use will 
grow with thé kirowlédge how beat to 
handle them. ;

The Toy Manufacturers of the 
United States of -Amerita, Inc, the 
largest association of tey mantifacttir- 
ers in this country, and the Art Alliance 
of .America, which recently’ held an 
exhibition of American toys in an effoft.

February, cat -which it is expected that 
a very large proportion of the domestic 
manufacturers will be represented. A 
better opportunity will thus’ be afforded 
American designers té criticise and 
make suggestions and for manufactur- 
ers to profit by theée a 4nd 
criticisms. 

Harmony in colors is Sidi to be 
looked upon as oné of the most. ir- 
portant characttéfistios of afiy toy. Thé 
work of designing to}s invol¥es practi- 
cally. every art and trade théfe is. 
Mechanical and electrical engineers are 
needed in the toy industry, no less than 
are designers of women’s hats and 
gowns. Artists and portrait painters 
are required, no lés8 than hatifalists 
and those familiar with plumbing, 

The designing départmentsa maintained 
by most manufacturers have in the past 
devoted more attention to the werk of 
simplifying Manufacturing procésses, 
it is said, than to the matter of getting 
out. an article or a combination of 
colors which has a real artistic value. 
Now, however, the importance of work 
of this latter sort seems to be more 
generally recognized, and is being given 
more attention everywhere. The early 
results of theso efforts are already 
showmag thentgelves in the toys that are 
now being turned out. 

“If American toy manufacturers are 
to hold the trade they have been able

NICKEL IN DOMINICA. 


Mining of It There Has Been Begun 
by Cuban Capitalists. 


Work has been started in the Domini- 
can Republic in the mining of nickel ore, 


‘most of which has heretofore been pro- 


duced in Canada. The property contain- 
ing the metal is being worked by a 
group of Cuban captalists, according to 
Consul C. 8. Bdwards, who is at Santo 
Domingo, and, is situated at Sierra 
Prieta, nineteeri miles horth . of Santo 
Domingo. 

‘* Assays of the ore,” reports Mr. Ed- 
wards, ‘‘ have shown the property to be 
what is known’ as a low-grade mine. 
This means ‘it\must be worked on a 
large scale, and is what the engineers 
call a ‘ steam-shovel’ proposition. Min- 
ing will, be done in open cuts or excava- 
tions, and the ore blasted out and load- 
ed into cars for transportation. Surveys 
have been made in order to determine 


| the best location for the plant, work- 


men’s quarters, and water and sanitary 
systems.”’ 


Hardware Scarce in New\ Zealand. 

From about $389 to $438 a ton is now 
being paid for corrugated iron in New 
Zealand, against a pre-war price of 
$87.60, says, Consul General A. A. Wins- 
low, who is at Auckland, in a report to 


the Department of Commerce concerning 


the scarcity of hardware in that do- 
minion.. Nails that before the war cost 
about 5 cents a pound now cost 14 cents 
for one-inch and 18 cents for ‘two-inch.

KNOWING FOREIGN TONGUES. |: 


The Value of This for This for Trade Promo- 
then Purposes Shown: 


Marked attention to the need of the 
of fi languages as a post- 
war trade’ necessi 
German, Spanish; , and’ Ftalian 
is fiow being given by ‘men, who are 
well posted on all matters ining to 
éommerce.. The positiém thesé lan- 
Suages occupy in American schools 18 of 
patticular concern in*cértain quarters, 
and the need.of a working knowledge of 
| them for use in foreign trade is in some 
Cases regarded as so important as to be 
exaggerated. However, it is quite gen- 
erally admitted that American foreign 
trade cannot be carried on in the future 
—because of the probable increased com- 
petition with other nations—in the slip- 
shod way in regard to languages that 
prevailed before the war. 

In an extensive discussion of the ques- 
tion of foreign Janguages {nh England 
and the United States, Chauncey Depew 
‘Snow, Assistant Chief of the Bureau. of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, éx- 
plains in considérable detail in a com- 
Merce report the findings of a, British 
Governmént committee that was. ap- 
pointed in 1916-to study the subject ‘in 
Great Britain. -Numerous hearings were 
held, questionnaires were distributed 
to about 1,000 prominent commercial or- 
ganizations and business concerns, and 
other means were used to obtain all the 
information possible. The committee's 
from .the evidence 
heard and the quéstions answered, was 
that the knowledge: of various foreign 
languages will prove directly rémuhera- 
tive in post-war campaigns for business 
in other couritries. 

Oné of the interesting suggestions 
made to the cominittee, according to Mr. 
Snow, was that, inasmuch as English is 
regarded a4 the world’s leading commer- 
cia) latiguawe—even by the Germhans—an 
attempt should. be made to make it uni- 
vétaal. The impfacticabflity of this was 
shown by the réport in the assertion 
that, evén if the world at large were 
willing to make Bnglish the coniméretal 
language, the amétnt of trade lost while | 
this was taking placé would likely éff- 
set any gain afterward. Many 6f the 
firms that answered questionnaires as- 
serted that they employed foreign-born 
élerks in the conduct of their export 
business, somés adimitt thé émploy- 
ment 6f Germans before the war. The 
danger of that is now obvidys. 

Mr. Shéw lays emphasis thé point 
that -in the methods of teaching foreign 
lariguages iff this country tod much at- 
tenti6n Ras béén paid in givin€-students 
a reading or literary knowledge of them 
when ah ability t6 sp6ak and write thése 
tongues is much more essential from a 
trade point of viéw. Attention Us also 
éalled to thé fact that, éver when a per- 
son goes to a foreign country with a 
reading knowledge of the langtiageé, it 
does fot follow that a speaking use of it 
will be acquired in a few weeks, or even 
mériths; although it is much better than 
entering a foreign field wholly un- 
equipped in this respect.

Superintendent of Banks Suggests 
Loan Clearing House, 


George 3. Skinner, State Superinten- 
dent of Banks, suggests that lending 
institutions form ‘a clearing house for 
mortgage loans, in a letter to Nathan 
Hirsch, Chairman of the’ Mayor's Com- 
mittee on Taxation and the Investiga- 
tion of Mortgage: Loans. As part of 
the program to relieve the_local mort- 
gage situation, by enlisting the aid of 
the lending institutions, Mr. Hirsch 
communicated with the State Banking 
Department and obtained the following 
expression of opinion from Mr. Skinner: 
““Y am éntirely in sympathy with the 
avowed purpose of your committee to 
prevent unnecessary and oppressive 
foreclosures of mortgage loans, espe- 
cially where the mortgages are given 
upon their homes by persons of small 
means. In all such cases the greatest 
leniency consistent with safety should 
be exercised by lending institutions.

FOUR POES FIGHT OVERSEAS 


Princeton Football. Family: Busy 
. Subduing the Hun. 


PRINCETON, N. J.,° Oct. 12.—Word 
has just been received at Princeton that | 
**Net’’ (Neilson) Poe, ’97, the well- 
known Princeton football star, has re- 
ceived four wounds in. action and has 
been awarded the French War Cross and 
the United States Distinguished Service 
Cross. The report, indicates that Poe’s 
football. experience has -served him in 
good stead. He was ‘first scraped/ 
across ‘the-stomach by a machine gun 
bullet, but, as a fellow officer writes, 
“the bullet went on its way, and so 
did ‘ Net.’’’ Then.a_ shell burst near 
him and he was hit in: three places by 
shrapnel, but, we learn from another 
source, ‘‘ those old. football legs never 
failed. him; and he was not knocked off 
his feet.’’ 

His Captain was.killed .in the engage-. 
ment; and: ‘+ Net.’ took.command, safely 
intrenched his men, and remained with} 
them twenty-four hours. Then he was 
taken to a hospital. .A letter from a 
member of his family, dated Sept. 23, 
says that he was still incapacitated, but 
was doing well. On July 21 Major 
Redmond C. Stewart wrote-from France 
to dgar Allan Poe, ’91, as follows: 

'“ Net went on fighting until he was 
hit by shrapnel, one piece going in one 
arm’ below the elbow, another piece in 
the other arm below the elbow, and an- 
other hit him in the back. 

‘*T talke@ to the surgeon just ‘as he 
had finished operating. He’ got out 
the piece from the arm, but let the piece 
in the back stay there; thought every- 
thing was all right and that Net would 
be absolutely well.”’ 

At the same time, it was learned that 
Edgar Allan Poe, Jr., ’18, son of another 
famous football player of the same 
name, was likewise wounded. The Poes 
were always noted for their endurance 
and staying qualities, and it seems to be 
illustrated in the case of this yeungest 
member of the family. In one of his 
letters he writes: 

“I’m all right, getting along fine at 
Base Hospital No. 15, only somewhat 
weak and under weight; don’t worry 
about me.”’ 

As a matter. of fact, iieutenent Edgar 
Allan Poe —— been hit by a splinter 
from a high explosive shell which struck 
him in the small of his back, went 
through his lung and came out of his 
breast. In other words, the piece of 
steel went through him, and six days 
later he was writing home, complaining 
somewhat that he was weak and a bit 

under weight, but otherwise was all 
right. His letter to his mother was 


.the first he had written after being 


wounded, and it was written on the 
nee t day he was allowed to sit up. 

been in the fighting about two 
weaes before he got his, he wrote, and 
the scrap was *‘ so hellish, it was glori- 
ous."’ ‘Nothing that has mn told or 
written about trench warfare, he said, 
was exaggerated, and he couldn’t give 
it much. The casualties had been heavy, 
as.everybody knows, and many of the 
officers were killed. His own Captain 
was killed the day after he got h 
wound. During the time he was in the 
trenches, he said, his company went over 
the top twice and repelled a number of 
German counterattacks 

There was urgent neceasity for clear- 
ing the Germans out of the wood. They 
had taken up positions there, the recs 
were filled with snipers, the place was 
filled with machine-gun nests, and the 
German artillery had the exact range of 
the positions of the Americans; there- 
fore it was.essential that they be moved 
out of there, and it fell to the Marines 
to do the job.”’

To the Editor of The Néw York Times: 

This awful controversy which Mr. 
Robertson set in motion to defend his 
soldier son from being classed as a 
“doughboy "’ bids fair to obscure the 
question, ‘‘ Who brought on the war? '’ 
All this talk by various histeriographers 
about: “‘ pipe clay. on white stripes on 
soldiers’ trousers,’’ of.‘‘ pasty pipe clay 
6n white belts,”’ of ‘‘ globular buttons on 
civil war uniforms,” 4&c:, &c., is fear- 
fully wide of the mark. 


I have worn white belts and pipe 
clayed them, before and since the civil 
war, and I wore the blue unfform with 
black belts in the civil war. And I was 





Loften called a ‘‘ doughboy " by cavalry- 


men and artillerynien in Virginia. Like- 
wise, we infanttfymen were, often re- 
ferred to as ‘‘ mudcrushers,”’ because we 
tramped through “‘ the dough,”’ the mud, 
on our own feet, while the other fel- 
lows rode on their caissons or on their 
horses. 

But there was no thought of obloquy 
in these two designations. It was pure 
colloquialism—so intended and s0 ac- 
cepted. 

Furthermore, the buttons on our civil 
war uniforms were not ‘' globular,’ 
they were the usual pattern of. brass- 
gilt buttons, slightly oétivex on: the 
crown, Lastly, when soldiers use pipe 
clay on belta or te “tauch up”’ soiled’ 
white facings or stripes, they don’t us¢ 
fe in Aough-like masses, but of a cream-’ 
like ‘consistency, and apply it with a bit 
of sponge or white cloth.

they specifically forbade the employment 
of poisoned weapons or materials calcu- 
lated to treacherously kill individuals 
belonging to the hostile nation or army, 
or to cause them unnecessary suffering. 
In the preamble to each of these conven- 
tions, the purpose was declared as being } t 
‘to serve the interests of humanity and 
t6 “ditiinish thé sevérity and disasters 
of war,” or, alternatively, * to serve 
the interests of humanity and the ever- 
increasing needs of civilization."’

WHALING STILL PROFITABLE 





If the whales all aren't blown out of 
the water on account of being mistakén 
for submarines—a natural enough ‘mis- 
take, but one with unfortunate: conse- 
quences to the parties most concerned— 
it is likely that a revival of the old-time 
whaling industry may follow the war, 
or even may be witnessed before the 
war ends. As a matter of fact, despite 
the call for ships in absolutely essential 
trades, signs of some such revival in 
America have not been lacking within 
the past year or so, and the Norwegian 
whalers have kept on, as best. they 
could, with the pursuit of the big ma- 
rine mammals. ¥ 

Up to last year it.had been, from all 
accounts, many a long day -since a 
whaler had tied up at the wharves of 
New Bedford, where formerly tales of 
whaling exploits (and of whaling prof- 
its) were told to the delight both of 
landlubber hearers and the briny racon- 
teurs.

The com- 
plete figures for 1916 show that the total 
Norwegian production of whale oil for 
that year was 367,000 barrels, as com- 
pared to 475,000 tn 16915, 575,000. in. 1914, 
and 600,000 in 1918: The yield from -the 
South Shetland Islands field remained 
the greatest, but the Norwegian whalers 
went ‘to many other parts of the seven 
seas with profitable resyits. The whale 
continues to be hunted mostly in small 
Deats of from 100 to 150 tons burden. 

It-is eaid thet one special reason for 
the carrying on of whaling during tha 
war has been because no ofl for the en- 
gines of battleships compares’ with 
that from the head of the sperm whale. 
This does not disintegrate from great 
heat and pressuré and, consequently, the: 
demand for it far excee@s the supply. 
There is, after all, something fitting in 
having products of the sea leviathan go 
to the fighting monsters of the deep.—

ize its own dreama; how, almost. a..year. 
Water, war was declared by King Ferdi- 
nand and an offensive launched against 
Transylvania. .She tells how Russia did 
not and the other Allies could not give 
the help that was promised, and how 
Rumania in the face of more and more 
crushing defeat and isolation attempted 
to rally and renew her armies, Then she 
writes of the Russian catastrophe and 
the: peace signed ‘‘ fpr the moment "’ and 
by force: 

“At first General Tcherbatcheff, the 
Commander in Chief of the Russian 
forces on the Rumanian and southern 
Russian front, had been able to some 
partial extent to keep the extreme virus 
of rot and desertion from affecting the 
troops under his command. But by No- 
vember this semblance of order and alle- 
giance had disappeared, and Rumania 
had to face the fact of the complete col- 
lapse of the Russian armies. 

‘‘ Like a gigantic wave thousands of 
disorderly Russian soldiers were desert- 
ing the front and streaming homeward 
to swell tne starving mass of anarchical 
and disorganized peasantry. They 
swept over the country toward the east, 
and the utter disorganization of these 
enormous crowds of renegade troops 
was unspeakable. Day after day they 
poured back in a steady, unceasing 
stream, 60,000 passing through a station 
in one day alone. So desperate were 
they in their crazy flight, so utterly 
disorganized, that they traveled abso- 
lutely’ empty-handed. haying discarded 
and cast aside rifles, kits, everything. 
Guns, munitions, and vast stores of 
equipment of every description, and 
worth many millions of pounds, were 
simply left for the Germans to take. 

“They showed the utmost. bitterness 
and hostility to their allies, the Ru- 
manian soldiers, who stuck loyally to 
their trenches, refusing to join in the 
mad Bolshevist dance of anarchy and 
terrorism, and General .Tcherbatcheff 
was threatened that if he did not resign 
he would incur the same butchery. and 
death as had been meted out to General 
ees ‘ 3 

“This wholesale desbriion ’ was uncoy- 
ering the flanksof the Rumanian armies— 


which some millions of half-starved and 
fugitive people were existing-—there is no 
other word for their terrible plight—was 
being exposed, and despair was knock- 
ing at its very. portal. Do we realize the 
hideous situation she found herself 
forced to face, the terrible decision these 
Russian makers of a separate. peace 
were compelling her to take? Forced by 
the ruthless clutch of tragic circum- 
stances to sign the armistice imposed on 
her. 

** But the will of Russia does. not im- 
ply that it is the will of Rumania, and 
there is no Bolshevik poison as yet in the 
sturdy, heroic Rumanian race, 


‘The resolute courage with which she 
had faced the calamity of her retreat, 
the loss, of her country} the Herculean 
efforts by which skc had reorganized her 
decimated army, and with the spirit of 
her people surging up again, she hoped 
to redeem the tragedy of the past! 
The valor, the splendid fighting qual- 
ities displayed in the brilliant offensive 
of the Summer, which had given her 
every reason to hope that they would be 
able to sweep forward and retake their 
capital! All! ali all! came crashing 
down like a hoves of cards! Surrounded

HANKFUL as we are to the Gov- 
ernment of the ‘United States 
for its kindness in inviting us 
zy to see the great effort your 
wintry is making and determined to in- 
Plainly our countrypeople abont it, 
we cannot but avail ourselves of the op- 


q portunity of giving to the American 


people an idea of the conditions which 
prevail in our country, and of seeking 
American friendship for our nation. 

The first claim of Switzerland to the 
amity of the United States is the sim- 
flarity of the constitutional structure 
and of the ideals of both countries. Wg 
are a democratic federation of demo- 
cratic States. If the size and the histor- 
feal origins differ from America's, our 
ideals are the same: peace unto the na- 
tions, and in the natiéns peace between 
the citizens, which can rely only upon 
personal. liberty, security of property 
and honor, equal opportunity to all citi- 
zens, and help to those whom accidents 
of nature have impaired and handi- 
capped. 

In her political and ohondebans de- 
velopment Switzerland is subject to the 
influence of, and in some degree ham- 
pered by, the four nations which sur- 
round her. These are reactions of 
neighborhood which cannot be escaped, 
and our country is bound to strengthen 
her efforts to maintain her situation by 
seeking help from friendly nations like 
the United States. 

The dangers we incur.are either the 
influence of the community of race and 
language with foreign countries. of our 
three different constituents, which might 
in some circumstances. lead us to mis- 
understanding among ourselves, or the 
preponderance obtained by one of the 
four powers. Against the former danger 
we are protected by our firm decision 
to remain = one nation of brothers. 
Against the latter we are protected by 
the Bame feeling, indeed, but as you 
know by the intrigues of a foreign pow- 
er in your own country in recent years, 
we might have been blinded, and we 
were in some degree, and we have not 
always been wise enough to keep it 
aloof. You, better than anyone -else, 
can save us from the claws) which are 
threatening us, and’ at the same time 
maintain and guarantee an element of 
peace and justice in BDurope. 

The reason is obvious: There can be 
no peace where there is oppression, The 


dnstability of peace. in Burope, not, only 
“| during the last fifty” years,: but ever

to recover the entire control .of our | 
railways without interference on the 
part of any foreign ernment. All 
these projects require money. All are 
equally sure to fuster our prosperity so 
as to allow us to repay our foreign 
creditors. 

But much depends on the terms and 
conditions upon which these funds are 
obtained. Are we too sanguine in 
hoping that America, which is becoming 
the financial ¢entre: of the world, with 
its immense financial resources, will be 
Ripicry to help us? Of course such a 

pry: on e part of your country 
eos entail a further one: if we be- 
come your debtors, you are bound to 
foster our prosperity; and our »drosperi- 
ty depends upon the good-will of the 
nations to accept the products of our 
industry. Are you ready to do that? 

Do not fear to be submerged by our 
production; ,we are a small. nation of 
less than four millions, and the courtry 
ean hardly support -more, so that we 
shall be a very modest competitor to 
your 100,000,000, a nation which, after 
the war. is over, will- recover jta full 
capacity of growth and development. 

Such are our aims. But whatever re- 
ception you accord them, we shall never 
forget. the benevolence you 
toward us, and never forget, too, that

In the south. the Germans were 
also seriously affected.. The French, 
operating on the right flank of the 
attacking force, swept east of St. 
Quentin and’ reached thé Hne of the 
Oise practically all the way from La 
Fére to the great bend near Long- 
champs. This. immediately drew the 
line in the north tightly about Laon, 
leaying the area of the-city. guarded 
only by the Oise River. The. Tesult 
in the north was to stretch the Brit- 
ish‘ line all along the southern bank 
of the Sensée Canal, the most east- 
ern point.of the line being thirty-five 
miles ‘east of the most western. part 
near Arras. In other words, the Ger- 
man line is outflanked by ‘that dis- 
tance. . 

The conditions on the western front 
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may most easily be grasped by consid- 
ering .it in.two: sections. One.is a huge 
semicircle, roughly, the horns .of 
which are at Solesmes on the Selle 
River in the south and at Nieuport 
in‘the north. The radius of this curve 
is: about thirty-five miles and con- 
tains, at. distancés varying from 
thirty to twenty miles, the important 
bases of Lille and Douai. 

The ‘northern part of this curved 
area is guarded by. the Lys River. 
The Allies hold the northern bank en- 
tirely and the Germans the southern 
bank. No attempt has been made to 
force a crossing, this part of the front 
having been relatively quiet since the 
Belgian attack of ten days ago, which 
first completed the northern part of 
the circle. 

The southern half of the circle is 
formed by the'line from a ‘point east 
of Arras to Solesmes.. This section is 
guarded by the -Cojeul River and the 
Sensée Canal, the Germans holding 
the northern . bank, the. Allies the 
southern.

a milk shop in a suburb of Bayswater 
and started to work out a play that very 
night. I am looked upon, I understand, 
az being rather a lazy person; but in 
my opinion a man who builds and writes 
an as tained four-act play in four months,

es meanwhile to keep the pot boiling, 
rmhust, be looked upon ‘as not wholly with- 
out Industry.

I think it was an American 
cynic who once said that any man could 
write a play, but-only a genius could 
sell one.- I am ‘therefore taking ‘the 
risk of a certain implication when I 
relate the ultimate proceedings in con- 
nection with ‘‘ Captain Swift.’’

I kept my appointment, 
but the elusive Tree did not. .He had 
gone tothe Leicester Square Turkish 
Baths. Thither I followed him, and in 
the hot ‘room and the cooling room I 
read: him my play. Tree was pleased 
and promised a’ production, but three 
days later difficulties arose. I was 
talking .with Tree in his office at the 
theatre ‘one afternoon when his stage 
maneger ‘came in and threw a manu- 
script whieh I recognized on the table. 

‘Well, ‘what ‘do you: think of it?” 
asked Tree.  ‘ Rotten!” replied ‘old 
Hastings, who at that time was the most 
experienced stage manager in London, I 
must explain that Hastings did not know 
me.by sight.

London, en 
lat of September, 1888, and. Was shortly 
afterward presented te New ‘York at 
the Madison Square Theatre, under the 
management of A. M. Palmer, generally 
remembered, I believe; as “Old Man 
Palmer.”” Here again I was fortunate 
in being represented by a splendid cast. 
Maurice Barrymore—father of three 
dear friends of mine, and conspicuous 
ornaments on the modern American 
stage, Ethel,- Lionel, and Jack—was 
Captain Swift,.and, although it is so 
long ago, there must be some thousands 
of New Yorkers who remember what a 
magnificent Swift he was. These at 
least need not be reminded that he was 
supported by such splendid artists as 
Agnes Booth, Ferguson, Stoddard, Rose 
Coghlan, and Annie Russell. 

One would: have imagined that after 
this felicitous event the placing of my 
second play with a good management 
would have been an easy task, but it 
did, not prove so by any means. Tree 
fefused “ The Idler,” so did John Hare, 
and I was beginning to think that play- 
writing was not all it was set up to be 
as @ career, when one day a brilliant 
and charming lady from Anierica, Miss! 
Hlisabeth Marbury, requested a sight 
of the manuscript,~and within-a few 
weeks I was making my fifst of my 
thirty visits to New York, for thé pur- 
pose of presenting ‘* The. Idler “* under 
the Daniel Frohman management. at 
the old Lyceum Theatre: It was on 
that, occasion that I met Charles Froh- 
man, and there began that long friend- 
ship with the great play producer to 
which I shall refer presently. 

A few years later ‘‘ John o’ Dreams,’ 
from the Haymarket, London, was done 
here at the Empire Theatre, with Henry 
Miller as the protagonist. ‘‘ The Fatal 
Card,’* done in London at the Adelphi, 
was next in order on Broadway. The 
actor. whose name was principally asso- 
clated with it here was that fine old 
artist, William Thompson. Then, if I 
remember aright, came “ The Tyranny 


of Tears,”’ which is well known tothe. 


modern playgoer. My old pal, John 
Drew, who played and made Mr. Par- 
bury his own, came up from Southamp- 
ton. the other night to be present at 
the production of ‘‘ The Saving Grace.’ 
Later on I produced ‘Sir Anthony ’”’ 
here. It was a study in suburban snob- 
bery, and, as it was written in the 
vernacular of the London distant sub- 
urbs, it not ugnaturally had ‘no more 
than a success d’estime in New York. 
But I was with you again fairly soon 
afterward with a,play called ‘‘ Passers- 
by,’’ a work which I hope and believe 
is not. yet forgotten. Then, just before 
the war began, came ‘“ Tante,’’ which 
was a free adaptation of the celebrated 
novel. Like ‘The Idler,’ the first pro- 
duction of this play occurred in New 
York, and not in London. BEithel Barry- 
more made a great hit tn it at the Bm- 


pire Theatre, under Charles Frohman’s || 


management. I had a. much greater 
success with “‘ Tante’’ here. than. in 
London later on, when it was produced 
at the Haymarket Theatre while the 
world was ablaze, the Bnglish were re- 
treating from Mons, and nobody was 
much interested in the theatre, 

And now I will tell for the first time 
the personal history of ‘‘ The Saving 
Grace.”” Late in 1913, or, early in 1914, 
Charles Frohman asked me to write him 
a comedy, his only stipulation being that 
it contain a good part for a girl. By 
May, 1914, I had sketched out a scheme, 
hed begun the dialogue, and had in- 
trenched myself in. a cottage near Mar- 
lowe-on-Thames, where I hoped to finish 
the work during the Spring and Sum- 
mer, Marlowe is a delightful spot. I 
had taken Frohmegn to see it some years 
before, and he had become very fond of 
the place and was in the habit. during 
his visits to Europe, of coming down to 
spend a few days at the old inn there 
whenever he had an opportunity. One 
day I had a cable from him announcing 
that he was sailing by the Lusitania, 
and proposed spending his first week end. 
in Bngland, with me at Marlowe. Well, 
‘you know what became of that quest. 
As for me, I was rung up by telephone 
on the Saturday morning and told of the 
tragedy.

. Fox had considerable money to 
spend and told J: Gordon Bd 8, one 
of his directors, to go ahead and spend 
it-on something that could be advertised 
as a ‘' auper-preduction me ~~ whereupon 
Mr, Edwards, conceiving. a ‘‘ supér-pro- 
duction. ’”.to be. something involving the 
usé of a great many people and a great 
deal of expensive and extensive scenerf, 
with an actress of well-knéwn name in 
the leading réle, turned out “ Salome, “4 
with Theda Bara as the star. 

For mere size, as @ pageant, and for 
what, in a sensé, may, be called rieheees 
of costuming and setting, ‘‘ Sdlore 
a ‘ guper-production.”” Mr. Fox. one 
‘Mr. Edwards apparently suceeeded in 
their main ohject. They also succeeded 
in picturing several interesting. scenes of 
a city that suggests the ancient, and, 
for ah the writer knows, reproduces 
something of old Jerusalem. 

But when this much is said practically 
everything of important merit in “ Sa- 
lome’> has been mentioned. Further 
comment must proceed to find such se- 
rious fault with thé production as ,to 
cancel everything to its crédit and Te- 
duce the valye of thé whole to thé vati- 
ishing point. : 

In the firat place, the photoplay means 
nothing. Miss Bara’s impersonation of 
Salome has no significance, of good or 
evil or strength or weakness. Miss 
Bara seems to have conceived of Sa- 
lome as simply offering het an epper- 
tunity to register her well-known, and 
not very varied, set of expressions and 
ta expose discreetly parts and Ines of 
her body, Further, ‘ Salome” fails to 
‘develop any dramatic force. ‘It ascends 
no climatic scale; it does nét carry its 
Spettatérs ffom crisis to crisis, sustain- 
Lingyehéir titerest and stirring thoughts 
or emotions in them. One misses, too, 
the effect of strength, subtlety or orig- 
»in the direction of the production. 
Th >must be at least a hundred direc- 

tard: the country who, given the 
Sate a and other material facilities at 
Mr. Edwards's disposal, could have done 
what he has done.

and industry on the part of both stu- 
dents and teachers. . Neverth#less, the 
excellent results have not yet béén made 
to play an important part in the coun- 
try's ingustri¢s. Professor Lathaby, 
Who was formerly Princpal of the Len- 
dew County Céunefl Central School of 
Arts and Crafts, declares that it will 
be necessary for the schoela to become 
considered ae centres of civilization in 
their several districts and as training 
classes for the expert designers 30 much 
needed in the industries, Foreign com- 
patitors, he points out, who havé taken 
English ideas: in art, experimented with 
them, chan them somewhat and fre- 
quently underacid the- Engliah in their 
own markets, have experimented un- 
ceasingly and have employed depign 
experts just as they have employed ex- 
perts in chémiatry and mechanics. There 
should be in England, as in foreign 
countries, political economists assigned 
te the task of planning out the devélop- 
ment of national industries, and ual- 
versity professorships fer the mainte- 
hance of quality in the industries and 
the study, of the relation of design to 
menufacture. 

Apparently, England is on the way, 
but mot yet very far along the way, 
from the European point of view, toward 
meéting the eempetition of Hurepedn 
nations aware of the importance of art 
to industry. 

Ameética also has made a start, but 
she is very close to” the begitining, 
-closer than England is, in the applica- 
tion of art te industry, or to speak more 
justly, in the weaving together of art 
and craftsmanship by which the products 
of an industry are made supremely at- 
tractive and desirable in the eyes of 
an educated public. Such progress. as 
has been made within the last few 
years should be recognized with the 
deepest appreciation .and practically 
enceuraged in évery poasible way, but 
mush more rapid progress must be made 
if America is to meet successfully that 
competition of foreign nations: intélli- 
gently feared and anticipated by Euro- 
péan countries. England’s experience 
ahd that of France should be studied 
with reference to adopting methods suit- 
ed to our oWn population and to avoid- 
ing érforé a nd unnécessaty delays.

A Triptych Painted by Erasmus. 

Maurice W. Breckwéll hag just issued 
@ privately printed monograph on a 
triptych which was brought to this coun- 
try in 1917 and sold to a private collec- 
tor’ in the Middle West. The centre 
panel of the triptych bears the inscrip- 
tion ‘“‘Hrasmus F., 1601,"" and Mr. 
Brockwell concluded that it was certain- 
ly painted by Brasmus, the humanist, 
whose painting has been forgotten. while 
his writings have lived in the memory 
ef many generations. It is the only 
signed and authenticated picture by 
Braamius knewn to exist, the suthor 
aay, and derivés from the collection of 
the Comte d'Espinoy, whose ancestors 
belonged to an important family in the 
Netherlands. 

The little history of Erasmus compiled 
by Mr, Brockwell, with especial refer- 
Lence te his interest in painting, has the 
freshness of an individual point of view, 
but very little is known of the Dutch: 
scholar. that directly beara upon his 
equipment or accomplishment as 2a 
painter. He is said te have painted at 
the age of 18 a picture of ‘! Christ on 
the Cross, with Mary an@ St. John,” in 
the style ef the olf Dutch maeters, and 
perhaps @ miniature painted on parch- 
méent. This picture has disap’ 
and Descamps, who hag recordéd that 
Wrasmus at the Monastery of Emmaus 
‘applied Himself at intervals to paint- 
ing, in Whieh he succeeded and made 
the same progréss as in his éther 
studiés,”’ adds that ‘ thé merit of his 
pictures is ested by the artists of 
the time, but thé author dogs not believe 
that @ single one has escaped trom the 
ruif of that house.’’

UCH has been done toward co- 
erdinating the public and pri- 
vate war activities in this city

‘The Community Councils of National 
Defense are established dy ee es i 
the Coufell of National ‘Defers; 
will establish a direct means of nie 
nication between the Government and 
the people in their respective localities. 
Through the power of local organiza- 
tion the patriotic emotions and convic- 
tions and lecal war activities are co- 
ordihated: In its official capacity aa a 
Government organization, the Council 
répresénts no oné kind of seFvice, but it 
is the ¢éntral ‘body which brings to- 
gether the people into united service 
for the great énd. 

The theory of thé Community. Council, 
according to Mr. Shiels, is simple 
enough. The director has mapped out 
New York City, dividing it {nto sections, 
each one of which will be to a very 
large extent autonomous, and the-ma- 
chinery for the formation of a local 
council in é€ach 4istrict has been #0 
devised that the people themselves will 
use their initiative while the Govern- 
ment officials will give them the necés- 
sary information.

Senator Weeks of Massachusetts’ 


called: attention! to. the need for im- 
mediate solution ‘of the’ agricultural 
problem by “‘‘ the allotment of lands to 
feturned ‘soldiers and sailors and’ their 
establishment in new homies on ‘the pub- 
Hc domain.”” — . 

There is thus brought before, the coun- 
try anew, as a pressing feature of re- 
construction: work, the question of the 
establishment of farm colonies for. sol- 
diers after the war, and with it the 
kindred question of farm homes for sol- 
diers’ dependent families now, and for 
any others who may’ need and desire 
such land ownership. 

“This is the’ most significant sort of 
said Mrs, Havi- 
land H: Lund, Secretary of: the National 
Forward-to-the-Land League. ‘‘ We are 
planning to kill four birds with one 
stone. And we are not suggesting farm- 
ing as it is.now. We are proposing an 
entirely new kind -of- rural life.’ 

When Mrs. Lund; says» we,’’ she 
means not only the men and women who 
are associated with her in the practical 
study of the economic and agricultural 
problems of the farm, but also—and 
especially—the Senators who are work- 
ing to put ‘the -forward-to- the-land 
movement on. the country’s statute 
books. The most active of these are 
Senator Weeks of Massachusetts, who 
declares the question of land ownership 
to be one of the most vital of recon- 
struction needs, and Senator Curtis of 
Kansas, who introduced the farms-for- 
soldiers bill. Keenly. interested with 
them are Senators Harding, Wadsworth, 
Smoot, New, Watson, and Fernald, while 
on the Democratic side Senators Cham- 
berlain and Sheppard . have promised 
their active support. 

Mrs. Lund, an authority on the per- 
plexing phases of the farm and land 
ownership situation, has been working 
with Senator Weeks, Senator Curtis, 
and the others, and has the whole agri- 
cultural scheme at ‘her fingers’ ends. 
It was she who -prepared the farm 
colony statement and argument when 
the Curtis bill 'was introduced, and Sen- 
ator Weeks points out that Mrs. Lund 
was really reésponsible for that bill. 
She began years ago.to urge a forward- 
to-the-land miovement;; she is ready now 
to meet the question of land for soldiers 
with information and argument. 

The forward-to-the-land reconstruc- 
tion plan is one of farm colonization, 
acientific, co-operative, yet based on the 
principle of individual ownership, and 
calling. upon business, as well.as Gov-} 
érnment, to aid. Mrs. Lund, explain- 
ing its principles and its purposes, made 
clear what she meant by saying that it 
would “ kill four birds with one stone.” 

“This: plan attacks four specific 
problems,’’ she declared. ‘‘ First, of 
course, is the problem of the soldier— 
especially the disabled soldier—after the 
war, and of the dependent families of 
soldiers now; second;: there is the food 
situation and the need’of greater produc- 
tion; third, there is now, as always, the 
evil of poverty in the city, with {ts con- 
gestion .and_ underfiourishment ; «and 
last, but by no means inion 
there is the present threat of the 


‘* When we begin to talk about. farm- 
ing, people say they won’t go and live 
on. farms. Of course they..won’t, They 
can’t, as. things are now. What we 
mean by farming is an altogether, new 
sort. It is not the isolated,. lonely, 
pinched existence. ‘that people. think of | 
and dread. ~ It is interegging and advan- 
tageous Community life. I call it the 
democratized, feudal village. . Perhaps 
the word feudal hes a'bad sound, but 
what I mean is the good points of feud- 
alism, and none of the bad—democracy 
instead of the feudal lord.’’ 

The forward-to-the-land’ plan, pro- 
posed by -Senator. Curtis. in his /fatm 
bill, and recently emphasized anew by 
Senator Weeks, is for farm’ colonies sur- 
rounding oné central scientifically man- 
| aged: farm; . Around this central farm 
would be clustered “at least’ fifty fully 
equipped: small farms, éach’ one owned 
‘by its farmer, who would, according to 
the plan, be enabled’ to buy at a low 
price -and on the easiest terms. And 
within this’ large «community of “In- 
dividual. interests and individually 
owned -home3, - voluntary co-operation 
would, give each farmer the enormous 
advantage of such large purchases, 
equipments, and transportation facilities 
as no small farmer could ‘afford ‘alone. 

That is one side of it—the farmer's 
side. 

On the other, the plan of the forward- 
to-the-land movement and ‘the Weeks re- 
construction idea is that business men, 
landowners, local communities, and ag- 
sociations should be asked to -co-oper- 
ate in establishing and maintaining the 
farm colonies at a limited profit to 
-themselves. The part of Government 
is to be not ownership, but investiga- 
tion, assistance, and an initial appro- 
priation of capital. 


Of the four points. stressed by the 
farm idea, Mrs. -Lund said: 

“The Buropean countries are ehided 
of us in planning homes for their re- 
turning soldiers. 
up this problem a year ago. It is a 
problem that every one knows exists. 
Of course we don’t mean to suggest 


Europe will want te go to a*farm! But 
there will be a goodly number who’ will 
find home ownership of this sort the 
solution of their problem, and we want 
to be ready to give them what they will 
need. Moreover,.there are at the pres- 
ent moment thousands of soldiers’ fami- 
lies in the cities who are actually -in 
want. 

“That is to say they: do. not have, 
with the present. high cost,of living, 
and well nourished-in the city. Many. o£: 
to the cduntry. to farms—especially to 
farms of their own. This is a Problem 
for the soldiers and their farfilies which 
should be mét at once. It is an‘ obliga- 
tion which the Government must, of 
course, shoulder.” ® It ought to ‘shoulder 
it at once by starting the work ‘it has. ta 
do. We've lost fourteen months already 
by the delays on the Curtis bilk 

‘But the plan to do. this: for the sol- 
d@iers does not” mean pauperizing them. 
No, Buropean Government ‘has ‘m 
gifts of Jena to its soldiers. ‘ That is not: 
the point. ’ It is not the way. the soldiers

In England; the Government has had to 
start the whole thing; but it ‘ts planning 
as quickly ‘as possible to turn the farm 
colonies over to local communities or as- 
sociations, which shall be non-profit- 
waning, 

“Here we differ from. the Bnglish 
idea... We. do not think that the non- 
-profit-making idea is desirable; it is not 
business, but philanthropy; not’ being 
sound business, it-is pretty. apt to fail, 
and, anyway, we don’t want philan- 
thropy. . Our plan is to allow our local 
associations or business ‘men .a limited 
profit, a reasonable profit. One of the 
things for the Government to do is to 
see to it that the profit is always kept 
reasonable. In that way speculation 
and profiteering will . be completely 
eliminated, yet ‘the matter will rest on 
‘a sound business: basis, and will con- 
tinue to onerate in that way. 

‘The: second point is obvious. We 
need more food. We need it'now. We 
shall continue to-need it. Our maximum 
production is insufficient. We have un- 
cultivated land. We have people in the 
cities who are willing to farm—we have 
proved that, and I'll ‘tell you: about it 
in a minute—and we ought to take those 
people out of the cities and put them 
an tne -vacant’land and set them to rais- 
ing’ food. Many of them, more than 
you would guess, are already able agrj- 
cultural. workers. ‘For those, who are 
not, the farm colony plan, with its 
scientific manzer and its central farme 
offers. immediate and ample ihstructidn, 
and assistance.as well, so tha. the most 
inexperienced can begin right away. 

‘* Not only does the nation need more 
food ; individual families need more food 
than they can possibly get with prices 
as they are now.. What do. these epi- 
demics among the children of the poor 
mean? They mean malnutrition. For 
years back the cost of living has been 
so high that poor families in the citieg 
have not been. able to give their chil- 
drem enough to eat. That brings us to 
the third advantage of the forward-to- 
the-land plan, which is. also. obvious. It 
takes families away from the conges- 
tion and unhealthiness of tenement life 
and puts them where they have enough 
food to eat and air to breathe. 

‘‘They want to go. There. are two 
points I want to emphasize here. One 
is the number of city families who we 
find are anxious to have farm homes, 
and the other is what I have touched 
on before—the radical difference between 
the old farm and the new. For a yéar 
our league conducted a bureau of in- 
formation on. the east side. Our signed 
application cards showed that there 
were thousands of people who want 
farms. People of all nationalities want 
farms, and 75 per ‘cent. of those apply- 
ing . had.. already | had farm. experience 
here. 208. abroad: ‘But they do not want 


enough monéy to keep them in comtorky we 


the possibility of social life, the advan- 
tage of ‘group’ purchasing. Give them 
those put them. on the land and, aside 
from the’ matter of the soldiers and 
their families, you relieve the ‘unhealthy 
living of: thousands of families—and you

~~ ple of Turkey~in breaking rela- 
Rions:-with the. United States, thoughtful 
Americans place the existence of Robert 
College ‘nm Constantinople. The Amer- 
Scan institution has meant much, for 
@ore than ‘half a century, to the Bul- 
@arians and their country. 

Robert College, founded in the midst 
wf the civil war, incorporated as a part 
wf. the University of the State of New 
Work, with a governing Board of Trust- 
@es here, was the first American Chris- 
Wlan college in missionary lands. It has 
thad a long, interesting, sometimes a 
wery arduous, history as an educational 
institution in the Ottoman Empire—a 
thistory in which the words “ first '’ and 
only * belong to“more than one estab- 
Mshment or happening. 

This first Ameri®an college of its kind 
‘was founded by Christopher Rhein- 
Bander Robert of New York as the -re- 
@ult of an interest first aroused in 1857, 
end after efforts, often discouraging, 
which dragged on for six years. The 
college was opened in 1863 by Mr. Rob- 
ert and Dr.*Cyrus Hamlin in a rented 
Rouse on the Bosporus. In 1864 the 
Trustees of Robert College of Constan- 
tinople were Incorporated under . the 
Saws of the State of New York and the 
Anstitution received a formal status her: 
‘by being made a part of the State Uni- 
wersity. 

The first suggestion of an American 
educational institution: in the°-Turkish 
capital was made to Mr. Robert, who 
‘visited Constantinople and became in- 
terested in Turkish educational problems 
@uring the Crimean War, by James and 
William Dwight, sons of H. G. O.

sateusstul enough to endow the college, 
Mr. Robert shouldered the undertaking 
himself. Until his death in 1878 he gave 
the money to carry on the institution, 
and when: he died he bequeathed to ‘it 
‘one-fifth of his estate. His 
amounted to more than $400,000. 

The Turkish Government at first op- 
posed the establishment of ‘the college, 
and in 1869 Admiral Farragut, during a 
visit to Constantinople, took occasion 
to bring the matter to the attention of 
the Ottoman authorities. After that 
there was no more tréuble, and Robert 
College received official recognition in 
an ‘firade from the Sultan. -It has had, 
of course, its ups and downs. But in 
his report covering the year jn which 
we went into the war, President Gates 
pointed out that its freedom from any 
real moléstation,:“Government interfer- 
ence, or ‘‘ commandeering,” at that time 
was under the circumstances unpre- 
cedented. 

“The fact. that -Robert’ College still 
continues its work,’’ he wrote, 
garded in the City of Constantinople as 
little short of miraculous.”’ 

Freneh, English, Russian, and: Italian 
schools have been closed and their build- 
ings taken for military purposes. The 
Protestant College at Beirut was closed 
for two weeks when Turkéy broke rela- 
tions with the United States, and the 
Faculty at Robert College naturally ex- 
pected the like, at least, to happen there. 
But the institution was allowed to re- 
main open uninterruptedly and received 
most courteous treatment from the Gov- 
ernment. When one engineering ma- 
chine was taken for use by the Turkish 
authorities it was fully paid for, and 
the assurance was given that nothing be- 
longing .to the, college would be con-

To go back to the history of the oatians. 
the story of Admiral Farragut’s achiéve- 
ment in helping to conquer the opposi- 
tion of the Porte is told by Dr. Wash- 
burn:

He saw Dr. Hamlin, investigated the 
case, and was so much interested that 


when he. returned to America, a few 
months laten. he went to Washington 
on purpose ‘to persuade Mr. Seward 
to‘take a¢tion in behalf of the college. 

He ‘first;.interested Senator Morgan 
and’ Mr. Evarts*in the case, and the 
three went ‘together to Mr. Seward, 
who-“had‘ special reasons at that time 


to’ wish ‘to’-please ‘them. He was per- 


suaded, , seht \for Blacque Bey, the 
Turkish Minister, and pressed his de- 
mands © in such a.way that the -Minis- 
ter. wrote’ fo -Constantipole that: this 
question ».must be settled at once or 
there would ‘bé sertous trouble. This 
letter reached Constantinople not. long 
before: the:arrival of Admiral Farragut 
at ‘the Datdanelles; who insisted upon 
coming up .to Constantinople in his 
flagship. His appearance in these 
waters at this time had nothing to do 
with the revolution in Crete, but to the 
Turks it seemed suspicious. 
lowed him tp come up to Constanti- 
nople after some delay, and received 
him with great honors. To please his 
little son Dr. Hamlin took him to call 
Admiral, and by chance met 
there a gentleman who knew him well 
and introduced the subject of the col- 
lege and its difficulties. 

The Admiral:.was so stirred by the 
injustice involved that he promised to 
speak to. the Grand Vizier about it 
unofficially; if he had a chance. He 
found his opportunity at a grand din- 
ner given in his honor, as Dr. Hamlin 


afterward learned.. No one at the 
college knew anything at that time 
of the action» of Mr. Seward or the 
dispatch: of Blacque Bey, but the 
Turkish-.-Government put all these 
things “togéther, and evidently be- 
lieved... that’ Admiral Farragut’s real 
mission. heré was to'settle e college 
. question,- with the possibility of his 
taking the ships to Crete in the back- 
ground. 

— settled it, granting even more 
than had -been asked, giving the col- 
lege. an imperial charter as an 
American college under the protection 
of the United States with extra terri- 
torial rights, and with alli the privi- 
leges granted to edncational institu- 
tions in Turkey. Indeed, they were so 
friendly and cordial that Dr. Hamlin 
wrote to Mr.’. Robert’ that, in case 
more money were needed, he should 
apply, to the Sultan, who would un- 
noe typed give it.

Cleveland H. Dodge, Presdent of ‘the 
Board of Trusteés, gave a new building 
for the Y. M. C,; A. ‘and the social ac- 
tivities of the college, adjoining the 
gymnasium, which had been erected by 
his father ‘and himself: Mrs, William 
Sloane has lately built the college in- 
firmary. 

Robert College receives pupils in Its 
preparatory department at the age of 
10, and graduates them with the degree 
of A. B, er 8. .B. upon, the completion 
of the full college ¢ourse. An engineer- 
ing department has recently. been add- 
ed. More than 3,000 pupils have been 
educated at the college, and,, as Presi- 
dent Gates said lately in- speaking of 
the demand for graduates of Robert 
College in many positions of responsi: 
bility in the Turkish Empire: ‘* They 
use several languages, they are physi- 
cally fit, and ae know. how to. do 
things.”’ 

There: are seaursria tale aces 500. stu- 
dents at the college, the nationalities 
represented in: largest numbers being 
Greeks, Bulgarians, and “Armenians. 
There. have been fewer. Turkish’ pupils 
because of: the opposition of the Turk- 


ish’ Government to’ education of young: 


men in any but. Governmént schools. 
For the first quarter: century of the in- 
stitution’s existence, the ‘majority of 
the students were Bulgarians, and 
though there are now many Greeks and 
Armenians in Robert College as well, 
Bulgarians attend in:large numbers. In 
the year 1872, °“* the best of all our com- 
mencements,”’ as Dr. Hamlin said at the 
time, six of the eight graduates were 
Bulgarishs. Dr.. Washburn wrote, in 
1907 : ; 

‘Of the Bulgarians the one to whom 
their country~owes the most is Peter 
Dimitroff. He Had paid his way 
through college by teaching Turkish and 
remained a teacher for several years 
after graduating. From the time of the 
Bulgarian massacres until the present 
day he has been one of the wisest, best, 
and most dévoted servants of his coun- 
try. Constantine Calchof is now a 
wealthy banker and has occupied many 
important positions in the Government 
ef Eastern Rumelia and Bulgaria. 
Dimitry* Economff and Ivan D. Gue- 
shoff have done good service in high 
cefficial positions. Stephen A. Cambu- 
roff entered the army and died in 18S82.”’ 


A year or two later five young men 
were graduated, all Bulgarians, and Dr. 
Washburn adds to the record: ‘‘ One 
of these dicd a few years later. The 
other four have all distinguished them- 
selves in the Government of Bulgaria.”

Naturally, the college life outside. the 
classroom has had much to do with the 
Influencé of the institution upon its pu- 
Pils’ lives. English is the language of 
the college, The social, athletic, intel- 
léctual life of the “campus” is as 
varied, as pleasant, as stimulating, as 
in similar institutions here. There ar 
plays—new plays and English classics— 
lectures, debates, receptions, concerts, 
ball games, and of course since the out- 
break of the war in Wurope there has 
been much Red Cross work. A typical 
item in the annual réport for 1914-1915 
states that the play of ‘‘ David Gar- 
rick,”” given by thé senior class with 
great success, was, at the request of 
Mrs. Morgenthau, repeated as a Red 
Cross benefit. Two of the lectures and 
discussions of that same college year 
were on ‘Emerson’ and “The New 
Federal Reserve Banking System.” 
There are frequent receptions, and the 
music department arranges interesting 
series of concerts and recitals through 
the yéar. Since the war, though the at- 
tendarice has’ been somewhat smaller 
than usual and the Faculty itself, has 
been temporarily depleted; the college 
life has goné on a usual, in the class- 
room and outside. * 

Thé present Board of Trustees, in ad- 
dition to the President, Mr. Dodge, con- 
sists of the Rev. A. F. Schaufler, D. Di, 
Vice President; the Rev. A. W. Halsey, 
D, D., Secretary; William D. Murray, 
Recording Secretary; Mrs. John 8S. Ken- 
nedy, William’ Sloane, the Rev. Henry 
Stoane Coffin, D. D.; Stephen Baker, 
Robert W. de Forest, and Charles R. 
Crane. Dr.\Panaretoff was a graduate 
of 1871 and taught Bulgarian language 
and literature in the ‘college until his ap- 
pointment as Bulgarian Minister to the 
United States.

speak of Germans. as: evil spirits. And 
in the Lithuanian language of today the 
‘word. German 1s.a synonym for: Satan. 
A German become ruler of Lithuania? 
However, William of Urach, or some 
other monarch, may fasten himself for 
a time to the Lithuanian throne because 
of German propaganda, to resist which 
there are no adequate means, as Lith- 
uania is entirely occupied by German 
armies and there are no methods of 
communication with the outside world. 
It. is worth noting the several factors 
that influenced or are influencing polit- 


_|ical life and public opinion in Lithuania. 


In 1915 German armies took possession 
of practically all of Lithuania, strongly 
pro-Ally in sentiment. The press was 
suppressed, schools closed, societies 
were. not permitted to carry on their 
work, and the whole country was di- 
vided into small districts, and the tn- 


i habitants ef one district were not per- 


mitted to communicate with another. 
The country was flung into darkness. 
There was no way to get in touch with 
the outside world. The people had no 
fuel for thought, but had to live for a 
long time on the memorfes of the hor- 
rors of the Russian retreat, atrocities 
committed, burning villages and tewns, 
&¢. They lived in a past, merely on- 
lookera .of the German activity. After 
awhile. Germany published newspapers 
fn ‘Lithuanian and German. This was 
only a means to disseminate German 
propaganda, to serve excuses for hard 
rules imposed oh ‘the people, for endless 
requisitions and horrors committed, and 


* | to. extoll German victories and virtues. 


In 1916 the Germans began to change 


“| their program. Srhools were permitted 
‘pto open. Little by little the Germans 
‘| gave more and more freedom. For the 


severe oppression and harsh rules they 
found excuse in military necessity. It 
worked. And in giving more freedém 
'| the Gerfhans were trying to pose as Ib- 
eral, freedom-loving benefactors. Thé 
trick was very simple. They granted in 


certain fields more freedom than the 


Lithuanians. tasted under Russian rule. 

Germany . surely thought to gain the 

gratitude of the people. 

Meanwhile the German professors were 

busy mapping plans to make Lithuania 

a German province and to colonize it. 
In 1915-16. the German intentions wére

‘army officers, office holders were trans- 
ferred into Russia, before the onrush of 
German armies., : 

‘The Germans .learned many things | 
about Lithuania and the Lithuanians, 
Cross | and they soon. began to change their 
opinion and attitude. They saw that by 
their methods of treatment they pro- 
yoked a marked animosity; that Lithu- 
anians were resolved to armed and 
bloody uprising. That’prospect was not 
to the liking of the Prussians. They 
abruptly stopped all talk about. annexa- 
tion and colonization. Bven German- 
published papers in Lithuania became 
patriotic in their articles about the re- 
establishment of a Lithuanian State. 

The. change in their attitude was 
prompted by the Russian revolution and 
the overthrow of the Czar. They feared 
that revolutionary Russia, in whose af- 
fairs Lithuanians at the time played 
not a small part, might assure Lithu- 
ania independence, or broad autonomy at 
least, and to escape German oppression 
Lithuanians might turn toward Rus- 
sia for protection. But no word of as- 
surances, of sympathy for . Lithuania, 
was forthcoming from Russia under the 
Milukoff’s , régime,. notwithstanding a 
petition handed by representatives of 
Lithuanian parties in Russia to Prince 
‘Lvoff. The Lithuanians at every op- 
portunity: made their desires known. to 
the Russian Government in particular, 
and to the Allies in general. 

The Russian leaders expressed them- 
selves in imperialistic terms, as did the 
Russian autocracy. Kerensky himself 
claimed Vilna and Kovna as cities that 
were Russian since time immemorial 
and should remain as such. That did 
not give any encouragement for the 
Lithuanian national movement. So the 
Germans didn’t hurry. They granted a 
few more liberties and kept on exploit- 
ing the people. 

In Russia other forces were coming to 
the front with new mottoes. The Bol- 
sheviki were on a rise together with 
peace formulas with no annexations, no 
indemnities, and self-determination for 
nationalities. Germany, saw a chance 
to conclude separate peace with Russia, 
but she was unwilling to loose her grasp 
on Lithuania. Thé German Government 
permitted the ofganization of the Lith- 
uanian National Council. The primary 
and high schools were opened and num- 
bered many hundreds; courts, postal 
systems were organized; societies agdin 
came into existence with fiumerous ad- 
ditions; newspapers wére pertfiltted to 
Publish and citéulata, dnd the 
were proudly poifting out to the people: 
“Bee what We have done. We gave 
you all this. Did you ever possess such 
liberties under Russian rule? But that 
is not all. We will help you to re-es- 
tablish a Lithuanian State. If yoy ex- 
perience hardships at present, it is be- 
cause of wartimes, and military neces- 
sity.”’ 

Germany was nara at work trying to 
gain Lithuanie’s. sympathy. . But. the 
Lithuanians knew too well ghat what 
the Germans were “ granting"’ was 
their inherent right. That Germany 
was ‘“ giving ’’ what she had robbed of 
the people. The bitterness against the 


\duehiata | by 





Germans did not diminish. It grew 


stronger and. stronger each day. So 
new methods to influence public opinion, 
which after all must be heeded, had to 
be looked for. 

With the ascendency of the Bolshéviki, 
Russia grew chaotic, peace negotiations 
were approaching. The Germans in- 
vented néw dangers for Lithuania. 
‘“* Well,” they would say to the people, 
“* you complain of necessarily imposed 


rules; about requisitionsy“about every-- 


thing we de here. Take heed! You 
know that we accepted the Balahevist 
principle of: no annexations, and we 
may withdraw our armies from Lithu- 
ania and leave you alone to the mercy 


‘of the Bolsheviki and their Red Guards. 


You don’t know them yet? Then look 
at Finland, at Ukrainia, and at Russia 
herself. You will be bathed in blood; 
what organizations you now’ have will 
be destroyed. You will face economic 
and social ruin, and you will go down 
with Russia.. You have no armies to 
defend yourself. We will not permit 
you to organize unless officered by Ger- 
mans. Finland, you know, invited our 
armies to defend her against the red 
terror, so did the Ukrainians; and you 
kick about our armies and about un- 
comfort; which is inevitable at present 
times 1°’ 

That is not all the Germans would 
say, They would point to Poland, There 
is no Polish. party, however revolution- 
ary, which is not chayvinistic and has 
no imperialistic tendencies, varying only 


by degrees. The Ukrainians (Rutheni- |. 


ans) of Galicia and Russia, the Jews, 
the White Russians, the Lithuanians, all 
will testify to that. There are aristo- 
cratic Poles (Polonized landowners) in 
Lithuania and a strong Polish element in 
Vilna, and there are somé’Polonized lo- 
calities where -the Lithuanian national 
element did not sweep out the foreign 
influences. 

On the basis of those Polonized ele- 
ments, the Poles claim Lithuahia, and 
work with that end in view—that Lith- 
uania should be incorporated into a 
Polish State,. which itsel?™is under crea- 
tion. And it should be remembered that 
the Lithuanian national movement. was 
prompted by circumstances anti-Polish. 
Having all this in mind, the Germans 
would say: 
that with the help of our armies we con- 
trol the situation in the East. We could 
turn the tide. Why should we serve you 
particularly? You dislike us, and we 
know it.. You even look for the union 
with Lithuania Minor that was a part 
of Prussia for centuries/| You are a 
frouble to us, and we will incorporate 
you into Poland, who will be pleased by 
such an offer. She will get access -to 
the sea and that will help us to ease 
our many troubles with her. If you will 
not keep quiet and obey our orders, we 
will turn you over to Poland. You know 
tke Poles, Their,clamor will drown your 
hg and you will. disappear from the

WILLIAM BEEBE’S| “JUNGLE PEACE”

R. BEEBE’S volume is one of the 

rare books which. represent a 


positive addition to the sum 
total of genuine literature. It is not 
merely a “ book of the season ” or “ book 
of the year”; it will stand on the shelves 
of cultivated people, of people whose 
taste in reading is both wide and good, 
as long as men and women appreciate 
charm of form in the writings of men 
who also combine love of daring advent- 
ure with the power to observe and viv- 
idly to record the things of strange in- 
terest which they have seen. 

Nothing like this type of book was 
written until within the last century and 
a half. Books of this kind can only be 
produced in a refined, cultivated, civilized 
society. In rude societies there may be 
much appreciation of outdoor life, much 
fierce joy in hunting, much longing for 
adventurous wandering, but the appre- 
ciation and joy are inarticulate; for in 
such societies the people who write are 
generally not the people who act, and 
they express emotions by words as con- 
ventional as Egyptian hieroglyphics. In 
the popular poetry which has come down 
to us from early times, in the ballads of 
Britain and France, and the folk songs 
‘ef the Russian and Turkish steppes, 
there are occasional lines which bring 
before us the song birds in Spring, in 
the merry greenwood, or the great 
flocks of water fowl on the ponds of the 
‘plains of green grass; but they are mere- 
ly a few words of incidental description 
of the land through which the hero rides 
to foray and battle. We do not pass 
much beyond this stage even with 
Chaucer and the Minnesingers; and al- 
though the heroes of the Nibelungenlied 
were mighty hunters, those who de- 
scribed their deeds knew nothing of the 
game, even of their own forests. There 
«were. sovereigns of Nineveh whose de- 
votion to the bolder forms of the 
chase was a passion; and Kings and 
Queens of Memphis and Thebes who 
with absorbed and intelligent curiosity 
sought for information about the life of 
far-off lands; but their laborious writ- 
ings; if they did not deal with business 
contracts, were generally concerned only 
with boastful annals or religious ritual. 

Hitherto there have been only two 
periods of Western history in which both 
the art of expression, and the breadth of 

‘interest among cultivated. men, grew to 
a point which permitted the cultivated 
man to turn back to the life of the open 
which his inarticulate ancestor had grad- 
ually abandoned, and to enjoy, appre- 
ciate, and describe it. 

One of these periods included the so- 
ciety which enjoyed Theocritus and the 
society which applauded the country 
poems of Virgil. The other includes our 
own time, and may roughly be said to 
have begun when the rise of writers like 
Pope showed that English eighteenth 
century society had at last regained the 
level of the ancient society which enjoyed 
Cicero and Horace and Pliny; in France 
the advance had been more rapid. 

It was not until the end of the eight- 
eenth century that there appeared (in 


primitive form, of course,as with all early, 


types) “nature books” and books of na- 
tural history, big game hunting and ad- 
ventures in out-of-the-way lands. In the 
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Middle Ages there had been. many“ beasti- 
aries,” in which the natural history was 
for the most part fabulous; and many 
French and German, and some Italian, 
Spanish, and English . hunting books, 
which were for the most part as stiff 
and technical as treatises on farriery. : 

But Bruce and Le Vaillant at last 
foreshadowed the wilderness—wander- 
ers, half explorers, half big game hunt- 
ers, of our own day; with Gilbert White, 
there appeared the first book of literary 
work by a stay-at-home lover of nature 
and natural history; and a century ago 
Waterton’s “ Wanderings” marked the 
beginning of the literature wherein field 
naturalists who are also men of letters 
and men of action have described for us 
the magic and interest, the terror and 
beauty of the far-off wilds where na- 


spires terror in the timid. 


Gilbert White and Waterton added in 
new ways to the sum of achievement of 
men of letters. Each made a contribu- 
tion to literature as new and distinctive 
as the Idylls of Theocritus—it is not nec- 
essary to compare the worth of two kinds 
of literary work, and in speaking of 
Theocritus I am making no such com- 
parison, but merely indicating that lit- 
erature may be literature even although 
of a totally new type. The new litera- 
ture, of appreciative love of nature and 
of hardy out-door life, will appeal only to 
the never very extensive class which 
neither ignorantly believes that litera- 
ture is purely an affair of the lamp and 
the library, nor ignorantly proclaims its 
own shortcomings and conceit by boast- 
ing that it does not value books because, 
forsooth, it is too “ red-blooded ” to caré 
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first-class hunting book, for instance, 
ought to be written by a man of prowess 
and adventure, who is a fair out-of-doors 
naturalist; who loves nature, who loves 
books, and who possesses the gift of see- 
ing what is worth seeing and of protray- 4 
ing it with vivid force and yet with re- 
finement. Such men are rare; and it is 
not always easy for them t -ommand 
an audience. 

In his own much larger field Mr. Beebe 
is just such a man; and he has such 
marked ability that he can make and 
command his audience. Exactly as John 
Burroughs is the man who has carried 
to its highest point of development the 
school in which Gilbert White was the 
first. scholar, so Beebe. is the man who 
has turned into a new type of- higher 
literature the kind of work first pro- 
duced by Waterton. 


Nothing of this kind could have been. 


done by the man who was only a good 
writer, only a trained scientific observer, 
or only an enterprising and adventurous 
traveler. Mr. Beebe is not merely. one 
of these, but all three; and he is very 
much more in addition. He possesses a 
wide field of interest; he is in the truest 
sense of the word a man of broad and 
deep cultivation. He cares greatly for 
noble architecture and noble poetry; for 
beautiful pictures and statues and finely 
written books. Nor are his interests only 
concerned with nature apart from 
man and from the works of man. He 
possesses an extraordinary sympathy 
with and understanding of mankind it- 
self, in all its myriad types and varieties. 
In this book, and in his other recent writ- 
ing (for I wish to draw a sharp line in 
favor of what he has recently written as 


* compared with his earlier and more com-

-™monplace work), some of his most intere 
esting descriptions are of the wild folk 
he meets in the wilderness—black or yel- 
low, brown or red—and of some nominal- 
ly tamer folk with whom he has ‘Yore- 
gathered in civilization. 

I don’t know in which category, civili- 
zation or savagery, the trenches at the 
front ought to.come; but Mr. Beebe, a 
man of deeds as well as of books, knows 
the trenches and the people in them, 
and the pathetic or pitiful or else wholly 
brave and admirable people back of 
them; and his sketches of some of them 
and of their deeds and of the by-prod- 
ucts of war as waged today are wholly 
admirable. Lowell, praising the Eliza- 
bethans as both doers and writers, spoke 


the lowlands, and of Kenelm Digby’s 
having illustrated a point in physics by 
the effects of the concussion of the guns 
in the sea fight in which he took part off 
Scanderoon. Beebe, as bomber, has sailed 
in planes over the German lines; in com- 
pany with a French officer he has lis- 
tened to a wolf howl just back of the 
fighting front; he has gone with Iro- 
quois Indians into the No Man’s Land 
between the trenches of the mightiest 
armies the world has ever seen. 

This volume was written when the 
writer’s soul was sick of the carnage 
which has turned the soil of Northern 
France into a red desert of horror. To 
him the jungle seemed peaceful, and the 
undying war among its furtive dwellers 
but a small thing compared to the awful 
contest raging among the most highly 
civilized of the nations of mankind. It is 
the same feeling that makes strong men, 
who have sickened of the mean and 
squalid injustice of so much of life in the 
centres of material progress, turn ‘with 
longing to the waste places where no 
[eee penetrate the frowning or smiling 
forests and no keels furrow the lonely 
rivers. 

_The jungle he herein describes is that 
-of Guiana; and in the introductory 
chapters he gives cameos of what one 
sees sailing southward through the love- 
ly islands where the fronds of the palms 
thrash endlessly as the warm trade blows, 
He knows well and intimately Malaysia 
and the East Indian island., and Cey- 
lon and Farther India and mid-China and 
the stupendous mountain masses of. the 
Himalayas. All of these h». will- some 
time put before us, in volumes not one 
of which can be spared from the library 
of any man who loves life and literature. 
This is the first of these volumes. In: it 
are records of extraordinary scientific 
interest, in language which has all the 
charm of an essay of Robert Louis Ste- 
venson. He tells of bird and beast and 


out of place in the modern world, a bird 
which comes down unchanged from a 
time when birds merely fluttered instead 
of flying—and had only recently learned 
to flutter instead of gliding. Whatever 
he touches he turns into the gold of truth 
rightly interpreted and vividly set forth 
—as witness his extraordinary account 
of the sleeping parlor of certain gor- 
geous tropic butterflies. 

If I had space I would like to give an 
abstract of the whole book. As it is I 
merely advise all who love good books, 
very good books, at once to get this book 
of Mr. Beebe’s. 
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WING to the unusual limitations of 
O space and the great change since 
the war, in the character of the 
publishers’ output, the present 
compilation of books of general interest, 
exclusive of the war, has been reduced to 
100, as against the 500 and 300 of former 
lists. Yet this concentration has not been 
as difficult to achieve as might be sup- 
posed; publishers, as pointed out in Tue 
New York TrmEs not long ago, are print- 
ing fewer and better books. There is a 
@ecrease in light fiction, and the fiction 
that is printed is on a higher plane than 
formerly, and the same is true of other 
departments of literature also. Another 
reason for shortening the list to 100 this 
Fall is that, even if the publishers’ output 
remained undiminished, the time at the 
disposal of the average reader for books 
of a merely entertaining or trivial sort, is 
less. This shortened list conforms to the 
need of a time when the war, and books 
about the war, engrosses a large share of 
the time and attention of the general pub- 
Hc. The war, (except in the case of a few 
war novels of outstanding interest: Iba- 
nez’s “ The Four Horsemen of the Apoc- 
alypse,’’ Wells’s ‘‘ Joan and Peter,’’ and 
a few volumes of war verse,) has been left 
out of this Mst entirely. A bibliography of 
the war books will be published in next 
Sunday's Book Review. Owing to this 
pre-emption by the war, there is much less 
time now on the part of the general reader 
for preoccupation with matters of belle 
lettristic nature, the fastidious, if delight- 
ful, literary trifling of peace times. The 
dilettante will have to bide his time: c’est 
la guerre. 

Something of this diversion of interest is 
reflected in the list. There is rather less 
(a good deal less considering the size of 
the list) of the usual predominance of 
novels, and a great increase in the number 
of volumes on biography and history, and 
poetry, drama, and art. Thus there are 
thirty-nine fiction titles, while the books in 
the latter classifications equal thirty-two. 
There are some biographies of unusual in- 
terest: Joel Chandler Harris, W. H. Hud- 
son, Henry Adams, Mrs. Humphry Ward, 
David Belasco, George Westinghouse, and 
Cecil Rhodes. There is also an interesting 
memoir of Rupert Breoke, a new life of 
Cervantes, and the correspondence of 
Swinburne and Cardinal Newman. In the 
sections on government and history there 
is a striking emphasis on the part of his- 
torians and political theorists on such sub- 
jects as the growth of Federal power, the 
emergence of the United States from co- 
lonialism to world pewer, the growth of 
fmperialism, and so forth. Though these 
are not war books, it is easy to determine 
the influences from which they derive. 


In several cases important books have 
been omitted from this list because of their 
previous appearance in THe New York 
Timus Spring list. Such a book, fer in- 
@tance, as William De Morgan’s posthu- 
mous nevel, ‘‘ The Old Madhouse,’’ was 
announeed for publication by Henry Hoit 
& Co. last Spring, and was therefore men- 
tioned in that list. Though the book has 
not yet appeared, and is announced in the 
publishers’ Fall list, it was thought best 
mot to repeat mention of it in this selec- 
tion. 

For the reader’s convenience the titles 
within each classification have been ar- 
ranged with reference to the alphabetical 
order of the names of the authors.

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HOLIDAY BOOKS 


HERE is one kind of book, familiar 





enough not so very long ago to all 

Christmas buyers, that might very 
well be left out of the lists .of the publish- 
ers this year—the typical, old-time ‘‘ gift 
book.’’ It used to make its appearance in 
a box, beribboned at times, and looking as 
much like an “‘ offering ’’ from a confec- 
tioner as the ingenuity of the Christmas- 
dreaming publisher could contrive.

e’’ for modern belief, that formed the 
keynote to Kitmenr’s character and that 
endeared him so inevitably to the host of 
men and men he ibered his 
friends. It is this quality, also, as Mr. Le 
GALLIENNE’Ss analysis shows, that gives the 
lasting savor of the truth that is beauty 
to. his poetry. Refreshing it is, certainly, 
to find among our youngest singers this 
scorner of the decadent new, this lover of 
the simple and the genuine: 





If T should live in a forest 
And sleep underneath a tree, 

No grove of impudent saplings 
Would make a home for me. 


I'd go where the old oaks gather, | 


Serene and good and strong, , . 


And they would not sigh and tremble 
And vex me with a song. 


The pleasantest sort of poet 
Is the poet who’s old and wise, 
With an old white beard and wrinkles 
About his kind oR eyes. 


For these young flippertigibbets 
A-rhyming their hours away 

They won't be still like honest men 
And listen to what you say.

About his sex and his soul;

HE history of Fifth Avenue, by Mr. 

ARTHUR BaRTLETT Maurice, that Dodd, 
Mead & Co. have just published, could not 
make its appearance at a more appropriate 
time.

It is 
an avenue, indeed, of social contrasts. But 
always in the past, as now, it seerts to 
have been chosen as a sort of muving 
speetacie of the great events taking place.

Walter A. Dyer's instructive and agree- 
able books on various forms of antique 
craftsmanship are weil known, and his 
new volume will be welcomed. His re- 
searches in the literature of his subjects 
have led him to the belief that a small, 
clearly written book on furniture styles 
would be of special service in Amcrica to- 
day, the craze for. period furniture having 
assumed afflicting proportions without a 
corresponding growth of connoisseurship. 
As usual, Mr. Dyer emphasizes the fasci- 
nation of the antique, and -even in his 
rigidly pruned analyses of ‘* William and 
Mary,” ** Jacobean,’’ ‘* Queen Anne,’’

N a very brief ‘‘ Foreword ’’ Mrs. Ward 
states that this new novel of hers 
was ‘finished in April, 1918, and 
represents the mood of a supremely 
critical moment in the war,’* The novel 
itself ends in that samé terrible month of 
April, 1918, the month when Sir Dougias 
Haig issued his famous Order of the Day, 
declaring that ‘‘.every position must be 
held to the last man,’’ the month when 
Engiand stood ‘‘ with her back to the 
wall,’’ fighting for her life and for the 
freedom of the civilized world against the 
oncoming, seemingly irresistible assault of 


the Hun... But desperate though the situ-* 


ation then seemed, the ‘‘ mood "’ ‘the book 
expresses is by no means a mood of de- 
spair. Pamela, writing to her soldier 
lover, says: ‘‘ Don’t imagine that I ever 
doubt for.a moment ’’; Elizabeth herself 
declares; ‘‘ England will never yield,’’ and 
even the selfish Squire Mannering asks 
that he and all that is his may be used 
** for the country."’ 

It is this closing part of the book, the 
part which may be said to begin with 
Desmond's letter to his sister, which is far 
and away the most ‘interesting. And it is 
interesting by and of itself because of its 
own vividness and truth, and not on ac- 
count of anything that has gone before. 
We are moved by it because it has both 
the effect and the substance of reality. The 
awful strain of the weeks of waiting for 
the German offensive to begin—we knew 
something of it over here, though our 
tension was but slight in comparison. And 
every hour young men like Desmond were 
then, and are now, meeting their fate as 
he met his, fathers and sisters suffering as 
the Squire and Pamela suffered. 

We recognize the truth of these last 
chapters, but—and herein lies the weakness 
of the book—we do not care one single bit 
the more because we have already gone 
through very many pages in the company 
of the little group of people who stood 
about Desmond's bed. It is the thing itself 
that matters, and not the fact that it 
happened to these particular persons; de- 
tached from the rest of the novel, the 
incidents of these last weeks would be just 
as effective and just as affecting. For the 
impression which the book as a whole 
leaves upon the 1.ind of the reader is this: 
that Mrs. Ward cares very greatly about 
the war and Very little about her char- 
acters or about the story she has to tell. 
A great deal of the novel is perfunctory, 
full of repetitions, and drags so badly as to 
become extremely wearisome. Elizabeth 
herself ought to be both interesting and 
likable; but the vital spark is not in her. 
The author has bestowed many admirable 
qualities upon her; she isdescribed as being 
efficient, intelligent, just, generous, warm- 
hearted; but she is never real. Edmund 
Mannering, the Squire of Mannering Hall, 
who is in some ways the most important 
character in the book, has been drawn with 
a sort of enforced care, a care which seems 
due to the author’s conscientiousness, and 
not to her interest; he is not one whit more 
alive than is Elizabeth. 

The book gives a slight glimpse of rural 
Engiand in wartime, but it is a very slight 
glimpse indeed. We would gladly have 
@ispensed with Mannering’s numerous and 
tedious reveries and heard more about the 
work of the War Agricultural Committee, 
and had a few more details about the food 
rationing which Mannering tried so hard 
to ignore and Elizabeth plotted to enforce. 
There are two young girls in the book, 
Beryl Chicksands and Pamela Mannering; 
both are beautiful, of course, and each has 
a love story. Pamela, though herself a 
patriot, is intensely jealous of . Elizabeth, 
and helps to make her way more difficult, 
thereby producing some of the complica- 
tions: needed to carry on the story. The 
Squire’s two elder daughters—he had no 
fewer than five children—represent each 
a type, one the woman-who is lax about 
observing war regulations, the other the 
woman who is oyerstringent. The very 
brief scene in Mrs. Strang’s London house, 
where the wife who had formerly been 
proud of-her little dinners now did her own 
cooking, and the husband, ‘‘a distin- 
guished Home Office official,’’ brought the 
coal up from the cellar, provides an inter- 
esting interlude, as does the outbreak: of 
the Socialist engineer, who was an Eng- 
lishman first and a Socialist afterward.

Philip Maning’s father was a man who 
“* had the gift of translating all command- 
ments into a negative form.’’ He educated 
his son by the method of ‘‘ Don’t! '’ Ta- 
boos innumerable hedged Philip’s path, bo- 
gies of every. kind lurked around it, and 
the greatest bogy was the matter of sex. 
From first to last, thoroughly consistent 
and thoroughly sincere, loving cleanliness 
both of mind and of body, his training 
caused Philip to sum up all one part of love 
and of life as ‘' beastliness."’ An incident 
which occurred during his school days in- 
tensified this feeling, an incident which re- 
mained in his mind as ‘‘a horror,’’ and 
which he thrust away from him ‘“ deep 
down into the unknown spaces of his sub- 
consciousness,’’ whence it sometimes 
emerged in dreams. ‘‘ And there was nev- 
er any one to help me to see things dif- 
ferently,’’ as he himself presently explains. 
And so all the idealism, all the moral fer- 
vor and absolute sincerity of his fine nat- 
ure was turned into a loathing of the one 
thing, until presently his fear and horror 
became an obsession and he, a haunted 
man, revolted by the state of his own 
mind. The boyhood incident made a cen- 
tral, festering point, and little by little, so 
slowly that its progress was for a time 
almost imperceptible, the poison spread 
through his entire being. Nothing re- 
mained untouched by it; physically and 
mentally -he sufféted, suffered intensely. 
And not only did he suffer, but he brought 
great pain to Evelyn, the woman he loved 
devotedly, and that just because she was 
to him ‘‘ so lovely, so precious, so per- 
fect "’ that it seemed ‘‘ a desecration ’’ to 
associate her with what he looked upon as 
** beastliness.’’ 

Strongly contrasted with Philip, so long 
a perverted idealist, stands Evelyn, frank 
and healthy-minded, sweet and strong and 
altogether human. She tried her best to 
teach Philip ‘‘ that women are human be- 
ings just as much as men,”’ and so shocked 
him far more than when she declared, 
“*I'm a Modern Young Woman; I believe 
in the suffrage movement; and in women’s 
economic rights; and in open discussion 
without silly dissimulations.’’ His idea 
was that women should stand on a pedes- 
tal and ‘‘ be just beautiful.’ Evelyn is. 
the best drawn. of all Mr. Beresford’s 
women; her whimsicality and her abun- 
dant tolerance, her sweetness, her good 
sense, and her ability to fight and to lose 
her temper make her a very lovable per- 
son. 

‘* God’s Counterpoint ’’ is a book to be 
taken -seriously—not at all the sort of thing 
one picks up for an hour’s amusement. It 
has touches of humor, but its business is 
to win the reader’s sympathy for one 
whose mind was perverted through devo- 
tion, not so much to a mistaken ag to a 
distorted ideal, by showing how simply and 
naturally it all came about, how inevitably 
those fine qualities which were the: essen- 
tial Philip Maning—his conaistency, his 
absolute. sincerity, his power of reverence, 
his courage, his determination to live in 
accordance with his - beliefs, his. mingled 
pride and humility—all did their: part. to 
help the development of the fester and aid 
the poison to spread: The book is admira- 
bly written and admirabfy constructed, an 
excellent example of what may be done in 
the way of illustrating a comparatively 
new and very difficult subject.

about what is often called the ** Industrial 

tevolution.’’ The scenes are taid partly 
in London, but principally in a little village 
by the name of Annis, in the West Riding 
of Yorkshire. The most important person 
in Annals was Squire Antony Annis, whose 
forefathers had lived at the Hall for many 
generations. Most of the men in Annis 
were weavers; they owned their own 
looms, for which they had apecial apart- 
ments in the pretty whitewashed cottages 
they also owned. They were their own em- 
ployers.and fixed their own conditions and 
hours, leaving the loom early one day, 
perhaps, to go to a herse race, and work- 
ing longer hours the next to make up for 
the lost time. When the story opens, the 
first mill has just been Duilt, about three 
miles from Annis, and it is becoming evi- 
dent that the hand looms cannot compete 
with the new power leoms, and that the 
old ways must go. Along with the agita- 
tion produced by this state of affairs is 
the turmoil over the Reform bill, recently 
rejected by the House of Lords to the in- 
tense indignation of the working people. 

Now it happened that the builder of ‘the 
new mill, one John Thomas Bradley, was 
an old friend of the Squire’s; moreover, 
his son was in leve with the Squire's pretty 
daughter Katharine, whose child sweet- 
heart he had been. But the Squire and 
Bradley quarreled, and this im spite of the 
fact that Antony Annis was an exception- 
ally farsighted and broadminded man. He 
was thoroughly in favor of the Reform 
bill, and though he thought Brougham a 
fool to talk about “ lighting cities with the 
gas we see sputtering out of our coal fires 
and carrying men in comfortable coaches 
thirty, aye, even forty, miles an hour by 
steam,” he was in that respect of the same 
opinion as a good many other sensible peo- 
ple. And when his son Dick fell in love 
with Faith Foster, daughter of the Metho- 
dist preacher, a maiden of perfect grace 
and beauty who always brought “an at- 
mosphere of light and peace” with her 
whenever she entered a room, the Squire 
behaved in a quite remarkably generous 
manner. He was a good speaker, too, and 
on several occasions made very effective 
speeches to the workingmen. A mrember 
of Parliament, he went up to London to 
vote for the Reform bill, accompanied by 
his daughter Katharine and his devoted 
wile, Annie, both of whem, though to e 
certain extent they shared his anxieties, 
enjoyed themselves thoroughly in London, 
where they had a very gay time. For the 
Squire’s elder daughter, Jane, Lady Ley- 
land, abd his sister Joseph both lived in 
London, and one of them was very well off 
and the other enormously rich. 

The book contains many descriptions of 
the suffering of the poor daring “ the 
hungry years of the thirties and ferties,” 
and of the workingmen’s meetings and 
point of view.

with the political and industrial matters, 
and both have happy endings, but the 
leading character in the boek is that 
worthy and likable gentieman, the Squire 
of Annis.

RITERS of various kinds and widely 

different periods have drawn inspi- 
ration from the aacient Latin cult of the 
Arician Diana, whose priest was.known as 
the King of the Wood. Virgil borrowed 
from it the Golden Beugh which opened 
for Aeneas the doors of the underworld; 
Macaulay drew on it for a stanza in one 
of his ballads; James Lane Allen wove 
some of its customs into ‘‘ The Bride of 
the Mistletoe "'; the learned Dr. Frazer 
was inspirel by it to compile a Sum of All 
Anthropology in twelve or thirteen vol- 
umes, ond now George Gibbs Uses it as a 
springboard from which he dives into a 
novel. Apparently Mr. Gibbs intended te 
write a romance, but didn’t quite know 
where to start. He had on hand a number 
of stock materials—the siangy and ir- 
resistible American hero, the mysterious 
and lovely heroine, the Russian adventur- 
ess with a hard record and a soft heart, a 
revolutionary comspiracy, an omniscient 
police spy; six or seven assorted villains, 
some gunplay, and 25,000,000 francs. The 


question was how to differentiate the’ 


story which he was going to write from all 
the other stories made out of similar in- 
gredivnts, and he did it, very ingeniously, 
with the tegend of the Golden Bough. 

The priesthood which ence worshipped 
Diana in the grove at Aricia, he tells us, 
has come down the ages by the ancient 
law of succession; but the King of the 
Wood is new not a simple priest, but the 
head of a great and secret order, with 
a@herents ail over Europe, whose purpose 





is the saving of the world from autocracy. 
This law of succession was that the priest 
must be @ runaway slave who has killed 
his predecessor after challenging him by 
breaking off the bough of the sacred oak; 
and so our American here, escaping from 
a@ prison camp im Germany to the ancient 
shrine—which the author, for geographical 
convenience, has had to move from Italy 
to Switzerland, near the German froatier— 
has occasion to kill the head of the order 
and so becomes King of the Wood him- 
self. 

Unfortunately, the author lacks the 
courage to stand by this enterprising in- 
vention. Neither he nor his hero takes 
the Order of Nemi and the ancient ritual 
very seriously; and after a few chapters 
we are carried off into a ‘‘.thriller ’’ of 
love and adventure of no unusual sort. 
Most of the action takes place in Munich, 
where German revolutionary Socialists, 
members of the Order ef Nemi, struggle 
against the Kaiser’s spies who have found 
their way into its ranks; and with no 
better luck than revolutionary Socialists 
usually have in Germany. However, 
things go well for the here and heroine. 
As a thriller, it is good enough; but if 
Mr. Gibbs had only continued to romance 
with a straight face he might Lave made 
a considerabiv better story of adventure 
and mysticism, for the old Arician cult 
has pessibilities fer romantic purposes 
which he has by no means exhausted. 


THE CARAVAN MAN

N this story Mr. Goodwin lets go of his 
most interesting character in order te 
pursue a pastoral romance of a not very 
exciting order. The 33-year-old artist hero 
stoops to pick up a sixpence in a Leadon 
street for a very charming young lady, a 
lady who looks 23, but whom, thanks te a 
highly developed artist instinct, he knows 
te be 30 and married. He takes the lady 
te luncheon. He has been wanting a 
model with just such a pair of hands as 
this lady possesses. The talk at the lunch- 
con is bright and characterizing: the easy 
assurance of the lady, a woman of the 
world, conscious of her charm, experienced 
in handiing men, yet saved from cynicism 
by kindness; the young paintcr too assert- 
tye about his artistic mission, reiterating it 
as one reiterates a principle in which one 
feels one ought to believe. As a real artist, 
in fact, Bamfield never carries conviction. 
His hamor is teo much the humor of con- 
ventional remantic fiction; it is rarely 
subtle and always complacent and self- 
conscious. However, the lady comes next 
day to vistt the young man in his studic. 
She is again beautifully characterized: she 
describes herself as part of a ‘* collection " 
made by her millionaire curio airt art lov- 
ing husband ef G3. The lady takes tea at 
the studio, admonishes the young painter 
against kissing and lovemaking, and leaves 
the studio, promising to come again. But, 
having piqued and captivated: the reader, 
ashe disappears forever. Young Bamfield, 
disappointed at the size of a check from 
America, packs up, hires a Caravan wagon, 
and, under the pseudonym Jones, tours the 
provinces as a photographer. 

Mest of the story takes place in the vil- 
lage of Ousten, and recounts how Bamfield 
meets and captivates a girl in the village— 
Rose. A picture of a little cirt of 12 has 
hung in his studio, and he has fallen in 
love with this picture. Rose turns out to 
be the girl, a coincidence not impessible in 
this order of romance. And as Bamfield’s 
genius is suddenly recognized in Tondon, 
there is no obstacle to marriage. The story 
is told with a certain brisk vivacity and 
humor, But the thread of narrative is ten- 
uous and unevenly sustained.

Give Way to Some Responsible Representative of the German People.’ 
No Place for It in Any League of Nations. - ; 


“ We are all agreed that there can 
be no peace obtained by any kind of 
‘ bargain or compromise with the Gov- 
ernments of the Central Empires be- 
cause we have dealt with them al- 
ready, and have seen them deal with 
other Governments that were parties 
_ to this struggle at Brest-Litovsk and 
Bucharest. They have convinced us 
that they are without honor, and do 
not intend justice. They observe no 
“ covenants, accept no principle but 
force and their own interest. We 
cannot ‘come to terms’ with them. 
They have made it impossible. The 
German peoplé must by this time be 
fully aware that we cannot accept, 
the word of those who forced this 
war upon us. We do not think the 
‘same thoughts or speak the -same 
language of agreement.” 


HIS is a paragraph from the Pres- 

_ident’s address of Sept. 27, 1918. 

‘It leaves no one in doubt as to its 

meaning. It is the boldest and 

most far-seeing expression which has 
come from his pen in this war. 

It distinguishes in unmistakable terms 
between the German Government and the 
German people, and informs the latter 
that there can be no peace with the for- 
mer. Plainly but in sufficiently courte- 
ous language, when the circumstances 
are considered, it says that we will not 
consent to rest the foundations of perma- 
nent peace upon undertakings or treaties 
with those who are “ without honor ” and 
who do not “ intend justice.” Itis a crisp, 
brief, irrevocable decree of banishment 
by the President of this Republic against 
the dynasty which has conspired for fot- 
ty years against the peace ofthe world 


and for the overthrow’ of ‘free Govern" 


ments. “ The. punishment fits the crime.” 


If we are faithful to the solemn trust} 


which time and circumstances have im- 


posed upon’ us we will not consent to any. 


change in ‘that decree. Keeping steadily 
in mind, as Pitt did in the Napoleonic 


wars, and as Lincoln did in the civil war, . 


and as the President has consistently 


done from the beginning of this conflict,’ 


the difference between the governing 
powers and the people, we will refuse to 
deal at any time with those who are re- 
‘ sponsible for this crime against human- 
ity. 

If it be said that it is not for us to 
censor forms of government for other 
peoples or to say who their rulers shall 
be, to this all reasonable men will readily 
give assent. But in seeking to compose 
this strife and secure permanent peace 
it is for us to say with whom we will 
treat. We are not directly concerned in 
the form of government which Germany 
or any other nation shall have, and or- 
dinarily would not: give consideration to 
a matter so foreign to our taste and tra- 
ditions. But we are deeply concerned in 
our own security, and have been com- 
pelled to take an interest in the world’s 
security—therefore we would be recreant 
to duty if we did not treat with those 
and those alone who caf give some as- 
surance that their treaties will be ob-

served.” We might be perfectly willing to 


rely upon the German people to keep their 
pledges, but to justify us in building 
upon that belief we must treat with a 
Government responsible and. responsive 
to the German people, Those people must 
‘put themselves in a position where they: 
can contract. with, the world or they-must 
be putin that position. But this dynasty, 


buttressed around by the serried ranks of: 


‘a Military hierarchy, must give way. to 
some. regponsible , representative of . the 
German people. By no other method can 


we begin to secyre that. for which we are. 
| making this sacrifice. - 


It is thought’by many’ that a lias 
of nations will effectuate all we desire. 
But, after all, a league of nations— 
the haunting dream.-of ; noble 'minds— 
will still-be a human institution. The 
league of nations, ‘with’ the Hohenzol- 
lerns as a member, composed of those 
with honor. and those: “ without honor,” 
those devoted to peace and those commit- 


| ted to force, those pledged to open deal- 


ing and. those pledged to’ deception and 
fraud, would be the most. gigantic fire- 
trap that one could wel] imagine. | It 
would tend, on the one hand, to lull the 
suspicions and sterilize the vigilance of 
all nations. acting and relying. upon the 
honor of understandings or agreements, 

and it would furnish a most ‘convenient 
cover for those who make contracts and 
enter into treaties to conceal their pur- 
poses. Metternich, the most consummate 
and. conscientious foe (conscientious in 
his belief, but not in his methods) of free 
government in the last century, found a 
‘league of nations most convenient to 
his ambitious plans. On the other hand,

In the league or out of the league there 
is no room for the Hohenzpllerns. They 
do not fit in with any plan or device de- 
signed to serve humanity and to preserve 
peace. By no human contrivance could 
‘the world be made safe for democracy or 
decent to live in while the Hohenzollerns 
and the Hapsburgs are’ at large. What 
nation would dare to disarm or to rededi- 
cate its energies to” rehabilitating’ its peo- 
ple and -the building up of its industries, 
with nothing but an understanding or an 
agreement or a treaty: or any kind of or- 
ganization with those forces to protect 
it? 

After the ines has been formed—if 
it ever is formed—nations will still be 
restless and men will still be ambitious. 
The ancient virtues and also the ancient 
vices with us from ithe beginning will be 
with us still. Commercial rivalry and 
national fickleness will: yet obtain. All 
the passions, jealousy,. ‘selfishness, .to 
say nothing _ of the disturbing forces 
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of progress, will be there’ with 
which statesmen and diplomats may 
play. The United States, with her peace- 
loving people and her responsive Govern- 
ment, sitting at the league table with.one 
vote, would be at some disadvantage in 


playing the game with a. treacherous; 
irresponsible, and ambitious ‘autocracy 
“combining the political and- military 
ideals of Genghis Khan with the moral 
principles of Attila.”

Those who have refused to be bound,

servers of honor and decency by reason 
of a.membership in a league.. In every 
matter of vital concern, “in every ques- 
tion of great import, in every ‘instance 
where ‘advantage is to be had, the sin- 
ister“ purpose, the fanatical designs, 
which have brought us into. this war, 
would « be ; there “to” be dealt with. A 


: Jeague-of: nations is’ unthinkable except 


among . Governments founded in the in- 
tegrity of the principle upon ‘which rests 
the: foundations of this Republic. 

Fifty: years ago, about; France lay 
bleeding and dismembered-at the feet of 
this dynasty. The'same cruel and fright- 
ful methods had characterized that war. 
I quote a single paragraph from an ar- 
ticle written at the time ‘by a citizen of 


:@ neutral country: 


: “ Every city has heen - pisetionity 
sacked, ransacked on system; its ‘citi- 


“zens plundered, its civil officials terror- 


ized," imprisoned, : outraged, or killed.

“Let us understand that the thing with 
which we have to deal is a living, 
scheming, powerful humgn agency, “are 
bitrary, military, fanatical,” bent upon 
the destruction of free government, ‘an 
“armed system” sustained. by a social” 
and military hierarchy not to be bound 
by any treaty and respecting no right, 
human or divine. - 

“We do not think the same thoughts 
or speak the same language of agree- 
ment ”—and we cannot negotiate or 
come to terms with such a power, neither 
can we have any companionship with it, 
St. Helena still holds her: solitary 
place in the midst of the sea, safe 
asylum for all those mad with' the de 
lusion of world dominion. This is not 
vengeance, it is not hate, it is not even 
impartial retribution—it is simply the’ 
first step for pérmanent peace; it-is 
simple justice for the millions of men _ 
and women who have sacrificed and suf- 
fered in the cause of freedom-and for 
the millions who are yet to guard and 
preserve it.

HUNTING LODGINGS IN WASHINGTON—HOW_ A NEW YORK GIRL FELL AMONG PROFITEERS

ploye in Washington,’ would you 

care to pay $30 a month for the} 

privilege of sharing one poorly fur- 
nished bedroom with .three strange 
girls? Or would you care to. sleep in 
the same room with an old woman and 
her husband? ‘Those were two of the 
alternatives offered me ina _ recent 
three days’ search for a lodging in 
Washington, and conditions are daily 
growing worse. 

I went down to Washington from New 
York City last Saturday night to attend 
a conference concerning war work. I 
Was summoned suddenly, and was told 
that I might be required to take up my 
residence in Washington immediately. I 
had no great difficulty in procuring a 
berth on t!e Pullman.  {n fact, travel- 
ing conditions, though: crowded, were 
better than 1 had been led to believe. 
Conditions in Washington itself were 
immeasurably worse than I could have 
believed possible. 

I wext to Washington with a surplus 
of $25 and thought that amount would 
be sufficient to live on comfortably for 
a week at least. By Tuesday afternoon 
I was left with just $1.25 in my pocket- 
book ! 

Although I had had no time to reserve 
a hotel room I was fortunate enough 
to arrive early Sunday morning, and 
with the aid of @ personal card to the 
manager of one of the best hotels was 
able to procure the promise of a room. 
But there was no room empty then. I 
was taken temporarily into a double 
room. The bed had not been made. 
There were all the evidences of a hasty 
flight trainward. When my baggage 
was later transferred to a single room 


y you were a Government girl em- 





I veebeul a pink silk aiabines and ai- 


pair of men’s slippers which had been 
gathered up with it. I.had a hard 
time to persuade the hotel clerk that 
‘they did not belong to me. 

Although I had formerly lived in 
Washington, I had not been there, even 
on a visit; for four yédrs. I spent sev- 
eral hours Sunday trying to get in 
touch with old friends by telephone and 
found in more.than one case that tele- 
phone numbers .given in the book were 
actually five years out of date! Of the 
few friends whom I was able to reach, 
all told. me the same story—there were 
no rooms to be -had in Washington! I, 
remembering Washington as .it used to 
be, laughed at them and started blithe- 
ly out’ ona ,search for a permanent 
lodging. My hotel-room was comfort- 
able, to be sure, but I, Nke most of the 
Government’s: war employes, expected 
to receive only a moderate salary—and 
$4 a night for a room alone is not com- 
patible with. the 
means. 


Sunday afternoon I spent in the north- 
west section of Washington with a 
friend who has ‘an ‘apartment there— 
very small and wery crowded. She of- 
fered to share her own room. with me, if 
I could’ not find accommodations else- 
where, but I hesitated, naturally, to int 
convenience her. I little dreamed how 
gladly 1 was to accept her pore 
only two.days later. 

Sunday eveming I visited several old 
acquaintances in Washington. Not oné 
of them had a‘room or half a room to 
spare, and not one of. them could tell 
me of any one who had. And these were 
women who had lived: in Washington 
all their lives, and had hundreds hes 
friends living. In the city. . : 


.poor: working girl's 





Sunday night I spent at. the hotel. 
Already my bill for Sunday's breakfast 
and supper, Sunday night's lodging and 
Monday's breakfast was over $8 a 
third. of my $25 had disappeared me a 
single day and night! 

Monday morning, after a short uaa 
ness conference, I started out to seek 
among strangers the accommodations I 
eould: not find among friends. First I 
went again through the ‘phone book and 
city directory for the names of any ac- 
quaintances I could remember from my 
grade school days. The residents of the 
northwest section told me they were 
turning from twenty to thirty persons 
away from their doors every day, but 
they assured me.I could find a room in 
the northeast or southeast section. The 


southwest I did not consider desirable: 


for a young woman in Washington 
alone. While some parts of the residen- 
tial section there are respectable, others 


rare not—and a stranger cannot always 


tell from the outside! 


If. I had been one of the younger girls 
I saw continually searching for rooms 
in -Washington—girls from 16 to 21— 
hundreds and hundreds of them—I 
should. have begun to feel desperate 
Monday. Most of these girls had left 
their small town communities in the 
West and South with little more than 
enough money to pay their railroad 
fare. Most of them know little of city 
life—most of them are not acquainted 
with a single soul in Washington when 
they come there to work! One of these 
girlftold me that she had been working 
for six months in Washington at $100 a 
month, that in that time she had barely 
managed to save up enongh money to 
buy a ticket back home, and that she 
was going home the next day. She had 
net bought any new clothes in all that 
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time and had had no money for amuse- 
ments or any of the little extras that 
girls of her age value above the neces- 
sities of life. She is- hut. one.of hun- 
dreds. : : 

Monday I spent seeking rooms in 
Northeast Washington. I walked up 
East Capitol Street from First to Ninth, 
then over to Maryland Avenue’ and back 
and forth through all those nine side 
streets. Not once did 1 see a single card 
advertising rooms for rent. Evidently 
every one of those hundreds of houses 
was absolutely full. 

I called on one old acquaintance after 
another. Some of them remembered 
knowing me as a child, others had for- 
gotten, me completely. . I got the same 
answer from all except one old lady who 
offered to let me sieep in an extra fold- 
ing bed in the same room with her and 
her husband. 

“‘ He snores,”’ she said,:‘‘ but you can 
shut your eyes and ears and come right 
in along with us.’’ 

I declined. This old lady was putting 
cots in her dining room over night. She 
had every couch in the parlor filled, 
and they were hard couches, too.” I was 
more and more appalled at the thought 
of the havoc such. uncomfortable - and 
unsanitary lodgings must be causing in 
the health of girl and women employes. 

- I found one place which: had half e 
room open, but they took men lodgers 
only. One acquaintance on whom I 
called had ‘nine girls sleeping in four 
rooms. She was charging them $20 
apiece for room alone. And none of the’ 
girls was receiving a salary larger than 
$100 a month. I called at the house of 
a dentist who used to treat my teeth. 
He and his wife lived in an‘ eight-room 
house alone, but complained that they 
could not face the Glecomforts of caring 





for a lodger—although, ‘* we would have 
loved to take care of you, my dear, ig it 
were possible!’’ They pointed out. a 
still larger. house across the _ street. 
There were only two women living in 
the house—wealthy old Washingtontans 
to whom their home had always been 
a sacred thing. Their house had twelve 
large rooms. <A great deal of pressure 
is being brought to bear on people such 
as these to open their houses to the 
homeless, even though they are far from 
need of the money. Some Mave re- 
sponded splendidly, and the churches are 
accomplishing much along this line. But 
every room announced in church Sunday 
morning is taken before the day is over!

$100 salary go at that rate? The. mem- 
bers of my: college sorority applied to 
this same woman for a house -which 
they could rent and furnish for war 
workers, The only house she offered 
them was one which now rents unfur- 
nished for $400 a month. To: take it 
would mean that twenty or thirty wo- 
men must live there, crowded into the 
twelve rooms, in order to keep up living 
expenses.

In my inquiries among the., older 
Washingtonians I found the same in-

lutely dependent on\a small salary. 
Even on one of the few fabulously large, 
war salaries one could not live ‘in 
Washington -as well as one can live-in 
New York for $25 a week.

FROM ATMOSPHERE 





Philean Beds Are Limited, but Government 


Power Plant Will Produce Element 
Needed in the War 


Vitally

HE fization of atmospheric nitro- 
gen|. The very fling and tang 
of this phrase holds fascination 
for the uninitiated. But the 

@lectro-chemical miracle itself is even 
moore fascinating than it sounds, and al- 
ready it has been realized in an experi- 
mental way in the United States. Soon 
4t will be realized on a gigantic com- 
mercial scale, 

The largest water power development 
fn the world for the fixation of nitrogen 
from the atmosphere for man’s use is 
being undertaken on the Tennessee River 
4m Northern Alabama on that strip of 
the waters known as Muscle Shoals. The 
coming of this project is the réalization 
of a dream long held by chemical en- 
gineers. But greater still, it is the be- 
ginning of preparation by our country 
for that era when the largest present 
available source of fixed nitrogen will 
be exhausted—the nitrate beds of Chile. 

It is axiomatic that nitrogen is life; 
without it there can be no life, either 
Vegetable or animal. It has not been 
@ great while since scientists awoke to a 
Yealization that unless something could 
be done and done within a generation 
the world would be at the end of its 
rope for food. Every plant that grows 
@epends upon a certain amount of nitro- 

_#gem in thesoil around its roots. Through- 
out the ages nitrogen has accumulated 
fm the soll through two agencies. One 
has ‘been the lightning’s flash. Hwery 
bolt of lightning burns the air in its 
path into oxides of nitrogen which are 
washed into the, earth by the rain. 
Through the centuries millions upon 
millions of strokes: of lightning have 
been doing their part to supply the 
plants with nitrogen vital to their exist- 
ence and growth. ; 

This fact in nature can be observed 
by any one any Summer. You may water 
your lawn persistently and yet the grass 
geems to droop. But let a heavy thunder- 
shower water it and notice what almost 
magic effect it has upon the grass. If 
there has been enough lightning con- 
aiderable quantities of oxides of nitro- 
gen have been washed into the earth 
from the air and it is these that renew 
the beauty of your lawn. 


The other agency taking tiated: from 
the air for plant use is wonderful in 
Sts as-yet-unexplained activity. It is a 
minute organism clinging to the roots 
ef certain plants, which has the faculty 
of grasping hold on atmospheric nitro- 
gen in the soil and fixing it on the plant 
roots for absorption by the plant. These 
organisms, in numbers beyond all human 
comprehension, have done their part to 
sustain the plant world and consequent- 
fly the animal world. Not many 
years ago the artificial propagation 
of these organisms was worked out 
to success. Today the use of these 
nitrogen-gathering bacteria is common 
fin the planting of the seeds of 
such leguminous plants as alfalfa, the 
clovers, soy beans, cowpeas and peanuts. 
If a good stand from planting is secured 
the seed must be soaked in the soil or 
Jelly in which the bacteria are arti- 
ficially propagated. Then upon the roots 
of the plants will be found little white 
nodules about the size of a pinhead or 
a bit smaller. These nodules are the 
houses, so to speak, in which the nitri- 
fying organisms live and work. Some- 
times upon the roots of a single plant 
are clusters of these small, round white 
homes of nitrogen-fixing bacteria. The 
more progressive farmers have learned 
te value highly these mystic crea- 
tures working at the roots of legumin- 
ous plants. 


But to procure enough nitrogen In the 
, soll through the planting and continued 
* planting and turning under of inocu- 
lated legumes calls for a use of land 
that is often impossible. If a farmer 
had a large acreage of cheap land he 
might afford to plant and continue 
planting cowpeas and turning themunder 
to supply the nitrogen needed by suc- 
ceeding grain crops, grains and cotton 
drawing heavily on nitrogen supplies in 
the soil. But in only a few sections can 
such a system be worked, and then in- 
sufficiently. It has become evident, 
with higher priced land, more intensive 
eultivation and the steady increase in 
the consuming population, that the 
lghtning’s flash and the nitrifying or- 
ganisms are not sufficient to sustain 
the plant life of this country and. Eu- 
rope. ; 

Already the scarcity of nitrates in the 
United States is serious, as any farmer 
will testify. The astonishingly short 
cotton crop, after an unusually big crop 
had been forecast, is only one of the 
more patent indications of this truth. 
The nitrate beds of Chile, our chief 
source of nitric acid for munitions and 
our main source of nitrates for fertilizer, 


are limited. Their end As in sight. To- 
day the importation of nitrates from 
Chile is woefully inadequate to the food 
needs of our country. This year it, was 
bad enough; next year it will be weren 
and the end of the war will not 
prove the situation. much. Hundreds 
thousands of farms in this country ere 
suffering because of lack of nitrogen, 
and the small quantities of nitrates that 
can be obtained are at virtually’ pro- 
hibitive prices. Even sixty-dollars-a-ton 
nitrates play a far more important part 
in the cost of foods than even some of 
our ‘food price investigators ’’ realize. 
But the, extensive use of nitrates at 
$100 a ton would put food:out of the 
reach of a great many persons even * 
an era of high wages. 

The war has brought us to see that the 
nitrates of Chile are almost a thing of 
the past so far.as meeting the actual 
neéds of the sofl and the food needs of 
our people. Several of the greater scien-~ 
tists were right when they said that un- 
less some means could be found of se- 
curing vastly more nitrogen the world 
would starve and it would not be a great 
while in reaching starvation. 

But the means has been found—the 
fixation of atmospheric nitrogen. The 
first effort was with the electric are— 
the principle of the lightning’s flash. 
This method has been a great success in 
Norway, where they have wonderful and 
wonderfully cheap water power. The 
experiments in this country in this 
method failed for lack of cheap water 
power. But the discovery iteelf is one 
of the fine achievements of science. 
Germany quickly availed herself of it 
and prepared herself for the day when 
she should attempt the impossible. Cut 
off from the nitrates of Chile, Germany 
is yet killing our soldiers with shell pro- 
jected by ammunition whose manufac- 
ture is possible through the fixation of 
atmospheric nitrogen. 

Our country remained asleep. Con- 
gress, shy on scientific knowledge and 
with political unwillingness to listen to 
scientific fact, carelessly defeated a 
great effort to begin the fixation of 
atmospheric nitrogen in this country 
The men most deeply interestéd in the 
project left the United States and went 
to Canada. There, beside Niagara Falls, 
they built a large nitrogen fixation plant 
while. this country imported from North- 
ern Europe large quantities of atmos- 
pheric nitrogen. Today this plant, which 
might have been established in the 
Untted States, is supplying Canada and 
the United States with large quantities 
of nitric acid for munitions. 

With the war came our awakening. 
Senator Underwood and _several of the 
more thoughtful and far-sighted men in 
Congress again pressed upon their 
colleagues the vital mecessity of acting 
and acting quick for the production 
in this country of vast quantities of 


‘atmospheric nitrogen for munitions and 


sofl needs. It was then that Congress 
authorized the President of the United 
States to spend the millions necessary 
to the effort. After a eurvey of the 
water power sites of the United States 
by Government engineers the Muscle 
Shoals of the Tennessee River were se- 
lected as the place for’ the gigantic 
undertaking. _Meanwhile, to meet im- 
mediate needs of war, steam plants 
for the fixation of atmospheric nitrogen 
were built on the Tennessee River at 
Muscle Shoals. These will do their 
part until the vast water power pro- 
ject is completed. When it is finished 
there will be no enterprise of the kind 
anywhere else in the world equaling it 
in power and productiveness. 

The Muscle Shoals are the shoals of 
the Tennessee above the Tri-Cities— 
Florence, Sheffield, and Tuscumbia. 
Here the river flows between high and 
hard limestone banks. A concrete dam, 
more than 100 feet high and nearly one 
mile long, will be built between Florence 


and Sheffield. This will dam the waters |' 


for sixteen miles—to the head of the 
shoals. Here a second great dam will 
be constructed, and it will throw back 
the waters for more than fifty miles. 
The two dams will result in a narrow 
deep lake nearly seventy miles long 
between the hills on each side of the 
river. 

And yet, with such an artificial lake, a 
tremendous impounding project is neces- 
sary for the delivery of maximum power 
at Muscle Shoals every day in the year. 
This can be realized on the Tallapoosa 
River in East Central Alabama. The 
dam at Cherokee Biuffs on-the Talla- 
poosa will be a short one, but nearly 200 
feet high, impounding the rainfall in a 
wonderful watershed.

While the Talla- '

only a little more than thirty. miles, the,; 


Transmission lines have already been 
built from Muscle Shoals to Birmingham 
and from Birmingham southeast almost 
to where the impounding dam will be 
built on the Tallapoosa. With the coup- 
ling up of all this water power more 
than 500,000 horse power will be de- 
livered at Muscle Shoals. Here will be 
the greatest power attained by any pre- 
vious development im this ceuntry, and 
possibly power in exeess of any similer 
development that could be undertaken 
in the United States. Here either, one 
of two—or possibly both—of the new pro- 
cesses for the fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen will be used. 


-One of these is known as the cyanamid 
process. The first step is putting eir 
under high pressure at low temperature. 
This produces liquid air with which 
almost magic feats are done. Then this 
liquid air is subjected to fractional dis- 
tillation; its nitrogen and its oxygen are 
broken apart and each gas_ obtained 
directly in pure form. The nitrogen, thus 
procured, is brought into contact with 
ealcium carbide. (The discovery of cal- 
cium carbide, made from coke and lime, 
is In itgelf one of the romances of chem- 
istry.) When the nitrogen, broken apart 
from the oxygen of liquld air, is brought 
into contact with calcium carbide in a 


tained. With these twe, obtained cheap- 
ly and in vast quantities, the possibili- 
tiés ere iittle short of dazzling. 

But befere touching on these possibili- 
ties a word must be said about the other 
new fixation method. This is known 
as the Haber process and Government 
engineers are now. making experiments 
im it. Here, as in the cyanamid process, 
liquid afr is made and in the fra¢tional 
distillation nitrogen is obtained. Mean- 
while the electric current has decom- 
posed water for its hydrogen. This 
hyG@regen is brought inte contact with 
the nitregen from the Hquid air and em- 
monia is obtained. 

Four-fifths of the air is mitrogen, and 
on every acre of the earth’s surface are 
more than 38,000 tons of nitrogen. ff, 
each year, all the nitrogen above a 
suburban ‘‘farm’”’ of enly ten acres 
were obtained it would amount to more 
than the entire impertation of nitrates 
from Chile for fertilizers. Thus the 
nitrogen in the atmosphere can scarcely 
be touched and yet it will yield such 
vast quantities as to make the few hun- 
dred thousand tons we bring in every 
few months & mere hendful. 

Now nitrogen is perhaps the most 
‘temperamental ’’ of all the elements. 
Nitrogen, as nitrogen, is a seemingly 
stupid, lazy gas. But bring it inte con- 


- 





tact with certain other elements “i it 
exhibits amazing nervous energy. It at 
ones cam be made the instrument of 
beassty or hideousness, of life or death. 
With other elements it results im the 
most delicate perfumes. But in'a dif- 
ferent atomic combination it ‘produces 
fymes that are gickening. It is found 
deadly in such poisons as prussic acid 
and the ptomeines. Yet again, in éif- 
ferent formulas, it makes possible the 
most healing synthetic medicines. In 
gunpowder, dynamite, and guncotton, it 
fs the agent of death and destruction, 
As lime nitrogen or ammonia it is a life- 
giving, growth-making fertilizer that 
will prevent starvation of soil and plants 
when the nitrate beds are gone and for- 
gotten. 

And this last mentioned is the one 
great use to which the mighty Muscle 
Shoals witl be put. It would almost 
seem that the unseen but ever-present 
Hand has so placed the Muscle Sh 
tor best meeting the time that has com 
—the era in which vast quantities o 
nitrogen myst be supplied to our farma, 
east, south, and west, if food enough 
is to be produced indefinitely for our 
continued existence. Southward from 
Muscle Shoals just a short distance are 
the coal felds of the Birmingham dis- 
trict. To the northeast, at no consider- 
able distance, are the vast coal deposits 
of the Alleghanies. Thus the coke sup- 
ply ‘is at hand for the production of 
calcium e¢arbide that, with nitrogen, 
forms cyenamid. But it-requires both 
eoke and lime for the making of cal- 
cium carbide. Right in the Tennessee 
Valley are deposits of lime rock that 
cannot be exhausted in centuries of fer- 
tilizer production. Northward in Ten- 
nessee and southward in Florida are the 
most extensive deposits of phosphate 
rock in America Combine with this rock 


the ammonia secured from cyanamid | 


and we have ammonia phosphate, 
necesaary constituent in all fertilizers. 

The complete fertilizer contains nitro- 
gen, phesphorus, and potash. The 
fixation of atmospheric nitrogen, with 
coke, lime, and phosphate rock in abund- 
ance, will give us from the Muscle 
Shoals development nitrates and phes- 
phates in hitherto unreelized quantities 
and at hitherto unrealized cheapness. 
The problem of potash is yet to be 
‘solved, despite discoveries of potash in 
the Northwest. But this is a minor 
phase of the problem and one that has 
been very much over-emphasized. The 
great thing is nitrogen. Second to it, 
and far less important, is phosphorus. 
Third, and of still less importance, is 
potash—Germapy’s ‘‘ monopoly.” 

With our many water-power sites and 
numerous watersheds, 
atmospheric nitrogen, already begun by 
steam plants at Muscle Shoals, holds un- 
dreamed-of possibilities of food produc- 
tion for our increasing population on 
higher and higher priced land. If the 
Muscle Shoals development had started 
before the war instead of starting now 
we would be producing munitions 
enough for ourselves and all our Allies 
and at the same time supplying our 
farms with low-priced nitrates to in- 
crease crop yields at a time when mazi- 
mum food production is necessary. 
Thanks to the British fleet, we are able 
to import nitrates from Chile for muni- 
tions, but not for food production save 
in very limited quantities. Our farms 
are suffering and will contiuue to suffer. 
until the Muscle Shoals and subsequent 
similar developments put atmospheric 
nitrogen into the soil by the millions of 
tons annually.

“ have mo doubt. Living at a great dis- 
tance from the strife, you in America, 
Jalthough you .see. semetimes more 
clearly than we do, may not be able to 
understand the temper of our people as 
a whole. Your papers have told you.of 
the activities of our so-called pacifists. 
You ‘have reat the Lansdowne letters. 
You have, even perhaps heard the faint 


what sympathy stands for until 
they are thrown inte a sea of 
trouble. A men miay think he! 
knows hie true friends when he is happy 
and prosperous, but he is eften mistaken. 
In adveraity he learms who they are, not 


by their actions, what they do for him. 
Great sympathy shows itself by doing, 
and deeds always stand. They can 
never be explained away. Truth lives in 
them. In them there is the beat of @ 
heart. 

Over ‘here in England, in this fifth 
year of the great war, we are listening 
to the steady throbbing of the heart of 
America. For many a long month, in 
durkness, in struggle, in faflure, in ag- 
cny, we wondered about America, we 
asked ourselves whether they cared for 
what we were trying to do, for what we 
succeeded in doing. Men put their ears 
to the ground and listened. Sometimes 
they thought they heard nothing. Some- 
times from ‘the vast distance a faint 
sound seemed to reach them, traveling 
across leagues of land and sea. They 
had moments of despair alternating with 
moments of leaping hope, and- the 
months wore away. Two years and more 
passed. And at last a great day dawned. 

The pation that takes liberty for its 
watchword put on its uniform and pro- 
ciaimed its intention to fight for liberty. 
America entered the war. In our dark- 
est moment we found a friend standing 
beside us, we felt the gripping hand of a 
friend. But even then we did not know 
what this friend would do for the cause 
which had been ours ever since August, 
‘1914, 

America has done wonders. As I 
write, I learn that there are a million 
and a half AmeNican soldiers standing 
on the soil of France. It seems almost 
incredible. I learn, too, that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is about 
to sell a Fourth Liberty Loan of an 
ageregate amount equal to twice the 
previous. loan, and your Asaistant Di- 
rector of Publicity asks me to send « 
few words expressing what we feel in 
England about the astonishing ¢fforts 
made on the other sifie of the Atlantic 
to hasten the end of the war.

SHIP STRAIN 





NEW device to record the “‘ give’’ 

of a ship, very similar to the 

séeismograph that makes an ac- 
curate récord of an earthquake shock, 
has been developed by F. R. McMillan, 
research engineer of the Concrete Ship 
Section, and H. 8S. Loeffler, assistant 
research engineer of the section. 

When equipped with this device every 
strain that a ship experiences In a storm, 
er, for that matter, in.any weather, is 
recorded by little zigzag waves on a 
strip of paper which passes under a re- 
cording needle in the instrument. The 
apparatus was tried out on the concrete 
steamer Faith on her first voyage. 

The strainagraph is built.somewhat on 
the principle of the seismograph and the 
numerous devices that doctors have, 
nowatiays, to measure one’s breathing, 


pulsebeats and other little movements 
peculiar to the human machinery. It 
may be destined: to play an important 
part in future ship designing, for it gives 
a simple medium for comparison of the 
relative strength of different types ‘of 
ships. Numbers of these instruments, 
placed in different parts of a * ship, 
would show. any ‘weaknesses and give 
the expert a workable chart up6én which 
to build an analysis or “diagnosis” of 
a ship’s seaworthiness.
